NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—With the ABA 
reorganization meeting due some time 
next week, it is apparent that there will 
be a complete shakeup of officers. 
Groups of members have been meeting 
informally and discussing possible lead- 
ers under the AFL charter the ABS has 
been promised by the Associated Actors 
and Artistes of America. These mem- 
bers feel that the current officers are 
not active and militant enough and are 
planning. to nominate from the floor 
candidates pledged to active leadership. 

Several groups have been attempting 
to persuade certain stage stars to accept 
nominations for president and every 
other office down the line. It is known 
that many of the ABA members are 
Gissatisfied with Eddie Dowling, cur- 
rent president. They feel his giving all 
his time te producing pictures disquali- 
fies him as an actor. Furthermore, they 
know that he has Not been able to give 
time to the ABA and that he has al- 
lowed the burden of leading the organi- 
zation to fall on the executive secretary, 
Ralph Whitehead. 

Meanwhile Georgie Price, first vice- 
president, and Abner Rubien have drawn 
up a tentative draft for a new constitu- 
tion and by-laws for submission at the 
coming membership meeting. They 
have passed it on to Whitehead for his 
approval. A new constitution and by- 
laws and new elections are required, 
along with the installation of a dues- 
paying system, before the ABA can af- 
filiate with the Four As.

Relief From Federal Admission 
And Gasoline Taxes Anticipated 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Announced 
intention of President Roosevelt to ask 
Congress to d° away with certain spe- 
cial taxes, to an extent at least, as a 
result of anticipated returns following 
repeal of the 18th amendment and the 
wide selling of whisky, wiNes and beer, 
has raised hope in the minds of those 
interested in the amusement industry 
as a whole he may go so far as to recom- 
mend the doing away with admission 
taxes in most instances. The President, 
up to this time, will seek abolition of 
one-half cent in tax on the gallon of 
ecasoline, and abolition of the capital 
stock tex as well as the tax on dividends 
from securities. All of these will, if 
Congress acts on the request of the 
President, mean much for those inter- 
ested in amusement world activities of 
whatever character. 


Reduction in the gasoline tax, in view 
of heavy taxes imposed also by different 
States on this product, will help motor- 
ized circus owners, carnivals traveling 
on rubber, other amusement interests 
using the highways, in a business way 
as well naturally as those operating pri- 
vate automobiies. The doing away with 
the tax om capital stock, long a problem 
te corporations, will further help, as will 
the abolition of the tax on dividends, 
as to both individuals and organizations 
of a business character. 


Intimatfon has been. given in behalf 
of the President that he may ask aboli- 
tion also of different so-called “nui- 
sance” taxes, and in the event he does 
admission taxes may be included in this 


category. Thru Circus Fans’ Association 
representatives at Washington, Melvin 
D. Hildreth, chairman of the national 
legislative committee; Harry Allen, pres- 
ident of James E. Cooper Top, and 
others, the ways and means committee 
has already been requested to do away 
with the admissions tax on circus tick- 
ets. A strong presentation of this case 
was made by Hildreth.

American Anti-Tax Association 
Formed as Amusement Reps Meet 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The American 
Anti-Tax Association got under way this 
week under the leadership of Frank P. 
Spellman, chairman, who was elected by 
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the small but representative group 
which met at Hotel Astor Monday 
evening. The association is formed as 
a consolidation of force to lessen the 
tax burden on the outdoor and indoor 
amusement fields. Spellman asserts, for 
both fields, that taxes assessed are ex- 
cessive in comparison with some in- 
dustries, and that some major industries 
are entirely tax free. 


“It isn’t the purpose of this associa- 
tion to ‘eliminate’ taxes, but to reduce 
them to a reasonable degree. so that the 
amusement fields will not be bearing 
the brunt of assessments,” Spellman de- 
clared. He further said that individual 
powers could not combat the situation 
effectively, but that with combined ef- 
fort the amusement industry could: be 
benefited. 


Charles C. Pettijohn, representing the 
Motion Picture Producers and Dis- 
tributors of America, took a leading part 
in the discussion.

McBride, Kaufman, Marks in long session Friday trying 
to find solution with NCLT members on how to com- 
pete with gyp agencies—may get action this week 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The National Legit Committee listened to the pleas 
of ticket broker reps yesterday for five hours, with a half hour out for lunch, in 
a special session in the League of New York Theaters’ office. and still no definite 


plan has evolved itself. 


The regular Wednesday meeting was also given over 


entirely to the ticket case. Picdging themselves collectively to utmost secrecy 
in this matter, the ccmmittee has at this moment become almost a partner with 
ticket brokers in trying to solve the matter, which the Washington administra- 


tion was practically willing to eliminate 
entirely when it was first brought up 
during the formation of the code. Wash- 
ington has regarded all ticket premium 
business as an “evil,” but somehow the 
evil is receiving great consideration. In 
the first place, the committee almost 
unanimously was prepared to force all 
agencies out of the picture, and now 
they are giving it all their time. 

The outcome eventually may be a 
centralized office, a consolidation of all 
licensed agencies, as was attempted two 
years ago without success. William Mc~ 
Bride, Harry Kaufman and David Marks 
were at yesterday’s meeting. It is be- 
lieved all three have ideas, but that they 
are loath to expose them because they 
would give away certain trade secrets 
which might not please committee mem- 
bers—altho the practices are generally 
known, but not admitted by members 
of the business 


Brokers’ Case 


Brokers contend that they cannot 
possibly exist on the present basis where 
they cana receive no more than 75 cents 
on a ticket. They claim that they are 
forced under by the gyp brokers who are 
not licensed, but who are continuing to 
carry on business, receiving large 
amounts over the _ regular _ prices. 
Licensed brokers also claim that these 
gyp brokers are now getting the choice 
seats, and therefore are taking away the 
carriage trade from the old guard. One 
solution was that the first 12 rows should 
be allotted to brokers for their regular 
millionaire trade. They stated that 
without choice seats to offer to this 
class the theater would lose their busi- 
ness completely and that this class is 
largely responsible for the success or 
failure of an attraction. 


The licensed brokers, for the most 
part, have been very co-operative under 
the NRA code and have tried to abide 
with the rules, altho isolated violations 
have appeared from employees who could 
not resist accepting gratuities of $5 or 
$10. The committee realizes the many 
sides to the case and it is hoping to 
find a way out this week. 


Other Matters 


Among other matters which are status 
quo at the moment is the attempt by 
League reps to effect a concession from 
IATSE on stagehand rulings in order to 
give the producers over the country a 
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chance to produce shows under less ex- 


nse. 

The little theater matter is another 
important competition to stock over the 
country, it is argued, and a classification 
to show what is amateur and what is 
professiona} is expected soon. Belief at 
the moment is that committee will rule 
“any organization that pays its actors 
will be regarded as professional.” 

The proposition of receiving a loan of 
$5,000,000 from the government to 
finance 50 road shows to relieve unem- 
ployment is expected to receive attention 
this week.

One Star a Month Is Quota Serlin 
Hopes To Send to Para West-Coast 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20. — Paramount 
Pictures has spared a pretty penny since 
Oscar Serlin took over the affairs of the 
casting office here last May. At one 
time, when millions of dollars were be- 
ing strewn about, film tests were being 
made by the wholesale, and at the 
slightest provocation Nearly anyone 
could be shot. As many as seven tests 
in one day was the practice. Many of 
these were signed and sent out west 
under contract, and most of them never 
faced the camera, altho they did receive 
salaries. But no more. In the five 
months Serlin has been on, just fivé 
names have been signed. That is an 
average of one a month, and that is 
now the working quota for tests. 


Those who are now under contract 
thru Serlin are Dorothy Dell, Lanny 
Ross, Joe Morrison, Percy Kilbride and 
Kitty Carlisle, and two of them, Morri- 
son and Ross, came to Serlin’s attention 
thru the medium of the Possibilities 
column of The Billboard. Schooled in 
both legit and picture training, having 
been a producer in both fields, Serlin 
gauges his material sometimes for a 
month before taking a test, collecting all 
manner of statistical reactions on the 
prospective tests. Tests cost anywhere 
from #300 to $2,000, and it is therefore 
an important item in the bookkeeping 
department. He is working directly un- 
der Ralph Kohn.

Out for the Final Conference 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 18.—The 
hearings over, the burlesque code is now 
being polished up by the various NRA 
boards before a final get-together by 
interested groups. The NRA is looking 
into the various claims of both em- 
ployer and labor interests and is par- 
ticularly interested in the contention of 
burly operators that their grosses won’t 
permit increasing present wage scales. 
The NRA wili base future amendments 
to the code on this investigation. It is 
expected that the code will be set for 
signing by next week. 

Administrator Sol A. Rosenblatt has 
promised the Burlesque Artists’ Associa- 
tion he will mail it a copy of the pro- 
posed code so that it can make last- 
minute suggestions. Tom Phillips, its 
president, says the BAA will call a mass 
meeting in New York to discuss the 
code as soon as the first copy comes in. 


The BAA meanwhile feels that Rosen- 
blatt’s recognition of the organization 
as the spokesman for burly performers 
is a great step forward toward union- 
izing them. 


The BAA has already applied to the 
Associated Actors and Artistes of Amer- 
ica thru Equity for the AFL charter 
over burlesque. The jurisdiction over 
burlesque, however, is included in the 
American Artistes’ Association charter, 
which has been promised to the Actors’ 
Betterment Association. This angle, 
however, is expected to be smoothed 
out without trouble. 


The employers’ group, the NBAA, 
meanwhile has been told by Rosenblatt 
to spread out so that it is more truly 
representative of the burly operators in 
the field. This is now being done by 
I. H. Herk, the NBAA president.

Musicians See 


Vaude Pickup 


Many Chicage houses ex- 
pected to install acts and 
orchestras first of year 


CHICAGO, Nov. 18. — The vaudeville 
cutlook in Chicago and the Middle West 
is very bright for 1934, according to the 
views of officials of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Musicians, who are in close touch 
with the trend of the amusement busi- 
ness. 


Edward A. Benkert, recording secre- 
tary of the union, states that indications 
point to the installation of acts and, 
coincidentally, orchestras in many local 
houses the first of the year. A large 
number of musicians have already been 
given employment in the score or more 
Chicago houses that are playing week- 
end vaudeville. In most instances the 
vaude policy has been sufficiently suc- 
cessful to warrant its continuance and 
in some the installation of full-week 
bills is being considered. A few houses 
have already gone to full weeks. Stage 
shows have proved profitable at both 
the Marbro, 5.000-seat North Side house, 
and the Harding, a 3,500-seat neighbor- 
hood house, as well as in several South 
Side spots. 

In Milwaukee vaudeville has made 
marked headway during the last few 
months. The Palace, bocked out of Chi- 
cago and playing a full week, is packing 
them in. The Riverside is operating on 
a split-week policy, the Wisconsin has a 
full week of vaude every other week and 
the Garfield, Uptown and Mojeska play 
vaudeville on Friday, Saturday and Sun- 
day. The Oriental has Saturday and

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.— The Capitol 
Theater, New York, will revert to its 
former presentation policy this Friday 
because of an insufficient supply of at- 
tractions as well as the poor showing 
with such big shows. The production 
shows will again be under the direction 
of Louis K. Sidney, with Arthur Knorr 
and Frank Cambria as associate pro- 
ducers. Big orchestras will again be in 
the pit, the first being Ferde Grofe’s 
contingent, which opens Friday for a 
five-week engagement. 


Little Women is currently breaking 
the record at the Music Hall in Radio 
City, and for the first four days of this 
week, ending last night, grossed $77,000, 
a net of $72,000. The week’s business is 
expected to reach a gross of about 
$120,000, which will top the Cavalcade 
record of $103,000. 


Charles Morrison and Danny Wink- 
ler, agents, have split after a part- 
nership of several months’ duration. 
Agency is to be continued under Mor- 
rison’s direction. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—The Jay C. Flip- 
pen show is back in Chicago for recast- 
ing. After rehearsal here the show will 
tour the East. 


Park. Bridgeport, Closed 
Following Long Conflict 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Nov. 20.—For 
the first time in nistory, the Max Wilner 
Park Theater, playing rotary burlesque 
stock, under management or James 
Kane, was raided Saturday night. The 
performance was allowed to proceed but 
the house nas now been definitely closed 
and the license revoked. 

The action followed weeks of conflict 
between the management and city au- 
thorities. 

A rumor that Poli’s Lyric Theater, 
former Columbia burlesque house, play- 
ing pictures, wants to open but could 
not because of corapetition from the 
Park, and that proper authorities were 
given orders to bear down on the Park 
and leave the field open to the Lyric, 
was denied by police.

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—George E. Dil- 
worth, who had been with the NBC pro- 
gram department the last five years, 
has formed the George E. Dilworth, Inc., 
radio productions company, with quar- 
ters in the RKO Building. Dilworth is 
offering service to ad agencies without 
their own radio department and also 
acting as counsel to agencies and adver- 
— in developing radio sales promo- 
ion.

Russian Recognition Certain To 
Influence American Stage Technic 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—American 
recognition of the Soviet is expected to 
pave the way not only to freer entrance 
of American performers into the Rus- 
Sian field, but also to easier importation 
of Russian artists and plays, an influx 
of plays and pictures with a Soviet 
background and more ready acceptance 
of such on the part of the public. 

There have been attempts in the past 
to put out pix dealing with the Soviet, 
but they have never redched the ex- 
hibition stage due to the fear that the 
public, trained to resent everything Rus- 
sian, would stay away in large numbers. 
With recognition, that psychological 
barrier is broken down and we can ex- 
pect pix with scenes laid in modern 
Russia. MGM already has one such in 
the works, and the fertile field that 


Russia presents is bound to be exploited. 

Legit shows have already come in 
dealing with the Soviet, some of them 
the goods and others synthetic. The 
latter class usually displayed bad writ- 
ing and went under. One at least of 
the former, Red Rust, presented by the 
Theater Guild Juniors some years ago, 
went over successfully. More may now 
be expected. 

Show business in general, it is 
thought, will feel the effects of the gen- 
eral uptrend in business due after re- 
opening of unrestricted Russian trade. 

Some of tne Soviet’s strange experi- 
ments in dramatic form may get them- 
Selves produced here, only one, Roar, 
China, also done by the Theater Guild, 
having been seen in the non-recognition 
(See RUSSIAN RECOGNITION page 56) 


NBC Tours Dept. To Conduct 
Lookers Thru Plant at 40c¢ Per 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—In effort to ac- 
commodate the huge crowds seeking ad- 
mission and desiring to go thru the new 
National Broadcasting Company quar- 
ters in the RCA Building in Radio City, 
NBC is setting up a special service de- 
partment, which will conduct tours 
covering the entire plant and charge a 
Straight admission fee of 40 cents per 
person. 


It is strongly denied, however, that 
this new departure will in any way con- 
flict with the old setup of free admis- 
sion to certain programs, particularly 
the leading sponsored commercials, 
whose tickets are handled by the ad- 
vertising agencies involved. As a matter 
of fact, it is pointed out that the aver- 
age patron desiring to go thru the build- 
ing will be fortunate if he manages 
to attend a broadcast at all, since the 
primary object of the tours will be for 
observation of the layout. If, in passing 
thru certain floors, an audition, re- 
hearsal or sustaining program is in prog- 
ress and the balcony is not otherwise 
taken up the personally conducted pa- 
trons may linger for a while if they 
wish to do so. 


Building will be open for such, tours 
from 11 in the morning to 11 at night, 
and it is believed that many radio fans 
who have attended studio broadcasts 
will want to go thru the building and 
see some of the mechanical features, etc. 
To date it has been impossible to handle 
all of the crowds by issuing tickets to 
certain broadcasts and have them so 
distributed as to enable the average fan 
to attend a broadcast or go thru the 
building. It is estimated that over 20,- 


000 invited guests availed themselves of 


the Opportunity last week to attend 
NBC broadcasts and look around.

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Shakeup of Agents in RKO 
Slow in Coming, if at All 


Operating department too busy and seemingly leery of 
acting on Bill Howard’s suggestion to curtail black- 
bookers—75 agents now serving circuit’s 11 weeks 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The shakeup of RKO agents is not due for at least a 
couple of weeks and there’s also a possibility that the circuit’s operating depart- 
ment may drop the idea altogether. The new theater department, headed by Major 
L. E. Thompson and Nate Blumberg, claims that it has been too busy to give time 
to the matter of elimination of some of the agents, a thought originally introduced 
by Bill Howard, of the booking office. One of the execs even said that he doesn’t 
care much about the whole thing, as it would only bring about arguments, hard 


feelings and unemployment. The plan 
to curtail the number of agents privi- 
leged to sell on RKO’s booking floor 
Was brought up by Howard early fast 
week and the operating department 
execs told him to go ahead with the 
matter. Howard asked Maurice H. Rose, 
president of the Artists’ Representatives’ 
Association, to request all the agencies 
to submit to him a list of the business 
they nave done with RKO from January, 
1932, until the present. The lists were 
submitted to Howard this week. 


The idea of lessening the number of 
agents is occasioned by the fact that 
the vaude department is now in tight 
quarters and is constantly crowded by 
many of the 73 agents who have access 
to the floor. Besides, the vaude books 
of RKO only total about 11 weeks and 
the circuit feels that a handful of 
agents only are needed. The bulk of the 
11 weeks are now playing unit shows in- 
stead of regulation five-act bills. 

RKO agency franchises are currently 
held by Nick Agneta, M. S. Bentham, 
Phil Bloom, Blondell & Mack, Charles 
Bierbauer, George Choos, Danny Collins, 
CBS, Cooke & Oz, Curtis & Allen, Ben

The talked-of shakeup is one of the 
many that have been talked of and not 
realized in RKO. With the advent of 
new regimes one of the first things 
rumored is eliminating agents. There 
have also been regulations such as the 
“one man on the floor” ruling. Most 
recent shakeup of agents was when 
Martin Beck made his return to RKO, 
the changes dealing with doubling 
agents up and eliminating some.

— The Ganjou 
Brothers and Juanita Richards, with 
the Porcelain Romance, American adagio 
novelty act, have returned to England 
after a four months’ tour of the Euro- 
pean capitals. The act opens Novem- 
ber 13 at the Theater Royal, Dublin, 
with the Empire, Holborn, and the Tro- 
cadero, Elephant and Castle immediate- 
ly following.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18—RKO’s new 
theater operating department is moving 
very slowly in its plans for changing 
setups in the field and in the home 
office, but is known to have a Number 
of changes in mind to be worked out 
in the near future. A change in the 
field was made this week when the 
Ohio territory was split up into two 
parts and Ike Libsen returned there. 
At the home office the publicity de- 
partment is due for some changes. 
Terry Turner is not returning as 
planned, and in his place a promotion 
from the ranks will be made. Other 
changes around the home office are 
expected in the Eastern divisional setup. 

The splitup of the Ohio territory into 
two divisions now segregates Cincinnati 
and Dayton as one division and Cleve- 
land and Columbus as another. Nat 
Holt, the Ohio divisional head, is 
shifted to Cleveland, with Columbus 
under his wing also. Libson returns as 
division manager to supervise Cincin- 
nati and Dayton and will be assisted by 
Arthur Frudenfeld, who will work out 
of Cincinuati. Frudenfeld originally 
was slated to be tramsferred to the 
Chicago territory. 


The definite statement that Turner 
is not returning to his post of publicity 
and exploitation chief of theaters is a 
surprise, inasmuch as it was definitely 
assured a week ago. The change is at- 
tributed to a “no” from Herman Zohbel, 
who is still considered a high authority 
With the company. Next week an 
announcement is expected of a promo- 
tion from within the ranks of the pub- 
licity department of a man to fill the 
former Turner job recently held by 
A. P. Waxman. Likely also that when 
the promotion is made there will be 
some changes in the department. 


The operating department has other 
changes in mind also. Several rumors 
have persisted, one of which concerns 
a change in the divisional setup of the 
local theaters, currently supervised by 
Russ Emde, Charlie McDonald and Lou 
Goldberg.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The Highlights 
of 1933 unit headed by Betty Compson 
was stranded and reassembled and 
booked all in one week. It opened Fri-

GTC-Moss Empires 
Split Is Threatened 


LONDON, Nov. 4.—A split between the 
General Theaters Corporation and Moss 
Empires, the combine that controls the 
major part of England’s vaudeville “big 
time,” seems highly probable in the new 
year. Both groups are operated by a 
booking committee at the head of which 
is George Black. The General Theaters 
Ccerporation’s ordinary shares are ex- 
clusively held by the Gaumont-British 
Corporation, which controls some 500 
picture houses and restaurants in the 
‘Eritish Isles. The G. T. C. has 18 the- 
aters, including the London Palladium 
and the London Hippodrome, running 
revue and vaudeville. Moss Empires 
have some 35 theaters where vaude, 
films, legit and musical comedy are all 
featured. 

Cause of the threatened split is the 
booking of strong programs into the 
Gaumont-British cinemas in direct op- 
position to the Moss Empire’s, thereby 
hurting the trade of the Moss houses. 
From this angle the Moss Empires direc- 
tors figure that they can book better 
and to suit their own trade. 


London Bills 


LONDON, Nov. 7.—Two changes in 
the current Palladium “crazy month” 
are made this week with Ben Jade, 
American-Arabian acrobatic dancer, and 
Marjorie Browne, singer, replacing Mar- 
inoff’s Canine Circus and Madge Au- 
brey, respectively. Jade scored heavily 
on his opening performance and is also 
appearing at Holborn Empire. Business 
remains good at the Palladium and the 
current show will probably last into the 
new year. 

A 10-act vaude show at Holborn Em- 
pire has a swell headliner in Roy Fox 
(American) and his band, one of the 
best aggregations in England. The 
Myron Pearl Four, with a dance novelty 
that has plenty of swell variations of 
hock-stepping and other difficult move- 
ments; Enos Frazere, “the Adonis of the 
Air,” with a fine and clever aerial dis- 
play, and Randolph Sutton, English co- 
median, are big hits at Holborn. 

Stoll’s only vaude bill, at Hackney 
Empire, and incidentally the strongest 
seen at that house in years, has George 
Robey, Nellie Wallace and the Kafka, 
Stanley and Mae Foursome as the chief 
attractions. Kafka, Stanley and Mae 
Four are an American aerial team whose 
thrilling evolutions make them the 
standout on the program. 

Vaudeville is a strong feature at the 
Hyams Brothers’ two big houses, the 
Trocadero, Elephant and Castle, where 
Fred (Pansy) Sanborn, American come- 
dian and xylophonist, is a panic, and at 
the Troxy, Stepney, where Russell, Mar- 
coni and Jerry, a swell American com- 
edy, musical and dance trio, featuring a 
cute and personable blonde who would 
make a dandy proposition for a London 
musioal show, and De Wolfe, Metcalf and 
Ford, a versatile and entertaining dance 
act that has been highly successful in 
England, completely stop the show. 

The Mae Wynn Foursome, American 
dance flash, head a strong nine-act bill 
at the Theater Royal, Edinburgh, and 
take six or seven calls at each showing. 


Rimacs’ Fifth at Ac 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—Ciro and Rose- 
marie Rimac apparently don’t know 
what the depression means. They open 
at the Academy here tomorrow, their 
fifth date at that house this year. They 
recently completed five weeks at Sher- 
rie’s Club, Baltimore, altho booked for 
two weeks only.

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NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—The defeat of 
the political administration at the local 
elections this month and the fact it 
means a change, among other things, 
of the License Department personnel, 
has confused the license situation here. 
The present commissioner, Sidney S. Le- 
vine, came in only a month ago and 
immediately promised reforms in the 
issuing of theatrical licenses. He began 
by calling hearings and sending inspec- 
tors to the theatrical district. but this 
has been more or less suspended due to 
the expectation that the whole depart- 
ment will be replaced December 1 when 
the new regime comes in.

Meanwhile the case 
of Vic Laurie against Eddie Sherman, 
booker, will come up Wednesday. No 
date has been set on Bebe, Bruce and 
Betty’s complaint against Abe Feinberg, 
booker. 


DETROIT, Nov. 18. — The action of 
the Administrator of Private Employ- 
ment Agencies John Marolf, in demand- 
ing a license for the current year from 
every booker now operating, has resulted 
in six agencies coming in for licenses.

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NEW YORK, Nov. 18—The M. E. 
Comerford Circuit, operating about 100 
houses in the East, has shifted booking 
of its vaude houses from its own Amal- 
gamated Vaudeville Agency to the Dows, 
David C. Cohen, with Comerford the 
last 25 years, is supervising the vaude 
bookings, with Mrs. Belle Dow doing 
the booking and Bud Irwin assisting. 
Seven Comerford houses are playing 
vaude now, but more may come in later. 

Cohen has been managing Comer- 
ford’s 11 houses in Binghamton, N. Y., 
and will settle here shortly, with 
quarters at 1600 Broadway. The houses 
now using vaude, which he will super- 
vise, are Fay’s, Philadelphia, split; 
Capitol, Scranton, and Penn, Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., splits; Capitol, Binghamton 
and Pottsville, N. Y., splits; Strand, 
Endicott, and Enjoy, Johnson City, 
N. Y., two days each. 

The Dows have been supplying vaude 
for Wilkes-Barre, Scranton and Bing- 
hamton the last three weeks, and on 
Friday started booking the other four 
houses. They are booking 13 other 
houses, giving them a total of 20. The 
other houses are the Harlem Opera 
House and Mt. Morris here; Newark; 
Jersey City; Bridgeport, Conn.; Pitts- 
field, Mass.; Newark, N. Y., and the 
Walter Reade houses in Perth Amboy, 
Long Branch, Plainfield, Red Bank and 
Asbury Park, N. J., and Kingston, N. Y.

And then, as the turntable 
turns again, Mr. Weede recites melo- 
dramatically about the poor playboy 
moths getting scorched and killed while 
the ballet acts out the number, some 
of them as the tophatted male moths 
and some as the surrounding flames. 
In the end, of course, all the moths 
topple over and what are probably sup- 
posed to be their ghosts rise in back, in 
excellent Stroblite effects, and carry the 
chorus of the song. Then the flames 
return dressed aS women once more, 
steam spouts out of the floor, and the 
curtain comes down. 

The only stage work after the news- 
reel constitutes a prolog for Little 
Women. In back of the screen appears 
the Marches’ sitting room, with Marmee 
and the four girls grouped around the 
piano singing Abide With Me, as they 
do later on in the picture. The singers 
are Viola Philo, Ann Conway, Leonora 
Fefferbloom, Anna Moehler and Eleanor 
McManus. They are seen thruout the 
film's titling and fade out to blend 
perfectly with the first scene of the 
picture, an excellent effect.

Chicago, Chicago 
(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, Nov. 17) 

Cherniavsky has an unusual musical 
creation this week called A Busy Day 
in Music as his overture depicting the 
crowded hours of a busy man’s day 
from the alarm clock to bed again, all 
told with music and effects, such as 
police whistles, auto horns and musical 
typewriters, with Billy Scott as vocalist. 
Cherniavsky’s pit presentations have 
caused much comment here, bridging 
the gap between the ordiNary overture 
and the stage show. Bursts of applause 
occurred several times before the finish 
of this one, and at its completion the 
rafters rang with the echo of pounding 
palms. 

The Evans Ballet, attired in green 
and henna dresses, opened the stage 
portion of the bill with an interesting 
routine and were joined by Jimmy 
Hadreas, who did a tap routine with 
acrobatic twists that drew a good hand. 

The Radio Rogues, three boys, were 
next and put over several impressions 
of radio celebrities, some of which came 
far from being true. Best were those 
of Kate Smith, Rudy Vallee, Singin’ 
Sam, Al Smith, Russ Columbo, Morton 
Downey, Tony Wons and Ben Bernie. 
Material at times borders on the blue 
but is funny and they left to nice 
applause. Donald Novis followed and 
put over several songs, among them 
Ah! But Is It Love?, Daughter of Peggy 
O’Neil and Take Me in Your Arms, re- 
tiring to the side of the stage to sing 
Trees while the ballet did a number 
amidst beautiful lighting effects and a 
silhouette background. Leo Carrillo told 
stories in Greek, Chinese and Mexican 
dialects, but his “Italian in the Tele- 
phone Booth” had them howling and he 
exited a hit. 

The Five Maxellos closed the bill with 
some clever foot balancing, including a 


Gouble somersault, with a finale using 
a fat lady stooge from the audience for 
comedy.

Loew’s Orpheum, N. Y. 


(Reviewed Friday Evening, Nov. 17) 

The flesh looked much better than 
it was from a glance at the five-act 
lineup, but disappointed by panning out 
as just another Loew show—no punches, 
no pep and little entertainment. Nov- 
elty, singing and musical acts sand- 
wiched two comedy turns of a similar 
stamp. The alleged laugh acts following 
each cther. which was no fault of theirs, 
hurt the bill. Three of the acts did Mae 
West stuff, the “come up and see me” 
line. The bill ran 67 minutes and 
played to a capacity house, with 
standees about five deep. Business can 
be attributed to The Bowery pix. 

The Catchelcts, a billing that would 
infer a Risley act, opens and a trio 
hands out nice hand-to-hand balancing. 
Features showmanship aplenty which is 
attained thru slow handling of the 
tricks and a display of effort. The tricks 
are good. Audience mitted them well. 

Lillian Dawson follows to fair success 
with her singing turn. She has looks 
and an average sweet pair of pipes. Her 
songs are okeh, and when she isn't sing- 
ing ballads like It’s the Talk of the 
Tcwn she does a special on a movie- 
struck girl. 

Ray Shannon, aided by Morris Lloyd 
and Helen Ardley, got over mildly with 
his comedy turn, which smacks strong- 
ly of burlesque. Lines meant nothing, 
and the only laugh is via Shannon's 
takeoff of a fem. Lloyd and Miss Ardley 
give mediocre support. 

Harty Burns, next-to-closing, brought 
on his new comedy turn which is far 
inferior to his old 1 Tink You Touch act. 
It’s hokum on political campaigning, 
with sidedishes of music and singing. 
Burns is assisted by Helen Lockwood, 
Tony De Lucca, Virginia Sully and 
Romani Brothers. 

Buddy Wagner and his Hotel Com- 
modore Orchestra, 14 pieces. closed fair 
enough, but should be able to get by 
better after more stage workouts. Band’s 
work is all right, and the turn is staged 
effectively. A girl contributes some sing- 
ing, and a dance couple dish a neat ball- 
room woltz. Pared nicely on applause.

Earle, Philadelphia 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, Nov. 17) 

There was only moderate business at 
the Earle this afternoon to greet Dave 
Apollon and his varied entertainment, 
but the customers enjoyed it and word- 
cof-mouth advertising may help the 
build. 

Preceding the Apollon act are two 
other entertaining numbers. First is 
the juggling-balancing act of James 
Evans, who maintains balls, beds and 
various other objects spinning on his 
feet. Act builds nicely to the climax 
wherein he spins a brilliantly colored 
Maltese cross. 

Second act :s the comedy number of 
Wills and Davis, a gay bit of fluff, with 
Miss Wills panicking the audiences with 
her grotesque comedy and eccentric 
dancing. 

Apollon, as usual, brings a revue that 
is varied and speedy and just different 
enough from his previous visits to make 
it intriguing. With him is his string 
orchestra of Filipinos—nine of them— 
who can strum Russian melodies as well 
as Broadway jazz. 

Surprises of 1933, as the revue is 
called, opens with an orchestra num- 
ber, followed by fast tapping from the 
Step Sisters, a trio of smart dancing 
girls. Nora Williams followed with her 
husky contralto in River, Take Care of 
Me, following with Ain’t She Sweet?, in 
which she reveals that she is a remark- 
able whistler. 

Next the orchestra plays the popular 
Dark Eyes, with Apollon singing a re- 
frain and giving some amazing inter- 
Polations on his mandolin. Then one 
of the orchestra, Harold Aloma, is intro- 
duced and surprises the audience with 
a strong baritone rendition of Eili, Eili, 
following with a unique arrangement of 
My Rosary on his steel guitar. The 
band more than once proves its versa- 
tility, not only as soloists, but as 
comedians, with each member having 
his chance with a solo or a line. 

Danzi Goodell next appears with two 
eccentric tap dances which won a big 
hand from the audience, and Shea and 
Raymond followed with two more com- 
edy dances, one a corking burlesque of 
the tango. The act finished with 
Apollon giving his own whirlwind Rus- 
Sian Cossack dance. 

The film is Meet the Baron.

Double feature and four acts; no 
wonder they were standing four deep 
tonight. Pictures were Solitaire Man 
and The Masquerader, and the charm- 
ing person of May Joyce also drew 
the folks in. La Joyce went into this 
house on short notice, but came thru 
splendidly with three songs and a call- 
back for her bewitching hold On an 
audience. They liked her immensely 
tonight. 

American Belfords were first act, in 
fast, effective acrobatic toss stunts, 
which brought out a nice hand for the 
six members of the team. 

Coogan and Casey, in comedy skit, 
played havoc with this family-type 
audience with puns and jokes of the 
1890 vintage. Customers demanded a 
show-stop, and Coogan went thru his 
dance and song bit in front of curtain 
for some more approval. 

Virginia Bacon and Boys are a hand- 
some revue with better-than-average 
production, song and dance. Miss Bacon 
is an accomplished ballet dancer, and 
supporting members are well selected 
for the neat act. They brought in 
excellent returns for their artistic work.

(First Show) 


It’s circus week at the Original 
Roxy, with Luisita Leers and the Six 
Danwills both in the show and giving it 
the flavor of the big top. That’s enough 
to insure a go%d layout to this reporter. 
For the rest, Phil Regan, from radio, 
headlines with a group of songs nicely 
sung, and Smith, Rogers and Eddie; 
Ralph and Elmer, the Gae Foster Girls 
(house troupe) and Dave Schooler and 
his boys (house emsee and band) fill 
out the show. Schooler and his mob 
play one number in the middle of the 
show, Where’s Elmer?, which gets bill- 
ing on the house boards as an act. 
When they play it it’s all right, but 
when they attempt comedy that’s some- 
thing else again. 

Miss Leers is, as always, an outstand- 
ing performer, doing her circus routine 
and doing it, of course, grandly. The 
hanging by the back of her neck from 
the trapeze was, as always, sensational, 
and the whole turn kept the customers 
on the edges of their seats. The Dan- 
wills also scored nicely with their teeter- 
board work and acrobatics, going off to 
@ big hand. 

Regan, a good-looking lad who 
doesn’t hide the fact that he’s Irish, 
Sang a medley of his radio tunes, When 
Irish Eves Are Smiling and The Talk 
of the Town. He pulled down a heavy 
hand and encored with Sweetheart 
Darlin’. He did excellent work thru- 
out, but by long odds the best was in 
When Irish Eyes Are Smiling. He’s a 
natural for the lovely Irish ballads and 
he ought to do more of them. 

Ralph and Elmer, a hillbilly duo, took 
off some of the edge with comedy that 
failed to get over, but went across nicely 
enough with their singing and instru- 
mental work. It’s impossible not to get 
Over with The Wreck of Old 97 anyhow. 

A nice show-stop—and it was de- 
served—was scored by Smith, Rogers 
and Eddie, two men and a very pretty 
lass, who feature excellent dancing and 
some really funny nut comedy. The 
crowd loved ‘em and kept hammering 
for more. 

The Foster troupe contributes three 
numbers as usual. The first is a 
Hungarian peasant affair that’s bright 
and gay, and the final is an intricate 
drill excellently executed. In between 
they do a very pretty number with 
hoops, in which three of the kids step 
out for a toe dance and Mildred Pat- 
terson, also from the line, does an out- 
standing contortion routine. She’s both 
pretty and capable, is Miss Patterson, 
and carried her solo excellently. 

The picture is Claude Rains in The 
Invisible Man (Universal), and attend- 
ance was way above normal, an almost 
full house seeing the first show opening 
day.

Paramount, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Evening, Nov. 17) 


The Maxwell House Showboat pro- 
gram, from radio, is on the stage this 
week, with Mitchell and Durant as 
“added attraction.” The whole show 
runs 40 minutes, Mitchell and Durant 
working as part of the showboat enter- 
tainment and the unit as a whole 
making a pleasant impression. The lay- 
Out is preceded by an excellently pre- 
sented newsreel celebrating the thea- 
ter’s seventh anniversary and a special 
overture by Charles Previn’s Orchestra.

The kids have the stuff 
that gets the customers excited and 
went over easily. 

Muriel Wilson is on for One song in 
pleasant soprano and is followed by 
Conrad Thibault, who let his fine bari- 
tone voice do This Is Romance. Then 
they merge for Love Is the Sweetest 
Thing, and their voices blend nicely. 

Molasses and January, a couple of 
black-face gentlemen, provide quite a 
few laughs with their chatter and are 
followed by Lanny Ross, handsome radio 
tenor with one of those soothing radio 
voices. 

Then come Mitchell and Durant with 
their slapstick, mauling and gags and 
they drew consistent laughs and a big 
hand. Ross returns to sing Old Man 
River, with the ensemble backing him 
as the curtain comes down. 

The band and the ensemble being 
constantly on the stage makes the show 
appear solid, and that helps, of course.

other unlicensed bookers will follow 
shortly. 

The allied State Labor Department is 
about to begin prosecution of cases in- 
volving employment of children under 
16. Mrs. Helen Young, in charge of the 
Detroit Office, told The Billboard that 
while a warning was being issued now, 
prosecution would follow, and that the 
law makes the manager or operator lia- 
ble and not the parent of the child. 

Mrs. Young, however, said the law 
did not provide for a way of touching 
parents who were actually exploiting 
and living on the labors of their chil- 
dren. Only one exemption is allowed 
to employers’ liability, traveling com- 
panies playing here. 

Payment by tips in place of wages 
does not alter the nature of the charges. 
Some discretion would be allowed in the 
case Of exceptional entertainments, pro- 
vided for single or very limited engage- 
ments of talented children, but none 
whatever for professional routine. The 
legislation is intended to protect the 
child. One case already reported showed 
a child of nine had given over 40 per- 
formances in two days.

Repeal Should Help Biz, Altho 


Law Confusion 


Is a Handicap 


Benefits from prohibition repeal held up by confusion 
over State laws and probable Federal regulation—N. Y. 
State rulings a break for talent spots 

e 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—Night eateries will undoubtedly be helped by Prohibi- 
tion repeal more than any branch of show business, but just to what extent is 
anybody’s guess. For one thing, the new liquor laws ire confused, while some 
States will be wet and some dry. Some States have ruled high license fees, which 
will drive out the small spots. There are so many other legal restrictioczs being 
put into effect now that they may hold back cashing in on repeal. However, night 
spot operators are optimistic that the State and the Federal governments will 


have the liquor control situation settled 
in a couple of months at least and then 
the eateries will know just where they 
stand. 


Fiom all indications the NRA ad- 
ministration will link a long-range 
liquor-control plan with the distillers’ 
code, this to protect dry States from 
being run over with liquor and also to 
lay out a schedule of taxes. In addition, 
each of the wet States is planning its 
own taxes and license fees and its own 
rules on liquor sales. New York State, 
for example, has prohibited drinking at 
bars, which practically eliminates the 
saloon and drives drinking to tables, 
And with tables always goes the pos- 
sibility of entertainment. This should 
help cafes, cabarets, hotel grills and 
restaurants, of course. 


Restriction Drawback 


In Minnesota the State Legislature, 
in extraordinary session, is considering 
restricting liquor drinking to clubs, 
cafes, hotels, restaurants and dining 
cars, with package sales for drug stores 
only. New York’s and Minnesota's plans 
seem to be indicative of the trend all 
over the country, and if it continues, 
eateries will get a swell break. 


Pending settling of the legal angles 
showmen are sitting tight and watching 
developmen*s. They don't want to sink 
dough into expensive spots until they 
know just what’s what. For example, it 
now appears that the speakeasy will dis- 
appear, while the fate of the intimate 
night club is doubtful. Hotel grills are 
getting ready for increased business, the 
hote! men demanding low liquor prices 
so that liquor is within the reach of 
the masses. 


Large cabarets, like the loca) Holly- 
wood and Paradise, might become more 
common. The cover charge, long a sore 
spot in operating night spots, might dis- 
appear because of added revenue from 
liquor. 


More than the actors, the musicians 
will profit from repeal, which becomes 
Official December 5. Restaurants and 
hotel grills, anticipating the terrific com. 
petition for supper trade that repeal will 
accentuate, are installing orchestras to 
begin building up patronage from now. 
One orchestra booking office alone re- 
ports more band bookings the last two 
weeks than the last three months com- 
bined. 

The musicians, of course, are all ex- 
cited. One local music school, sensing 
the possibility of the situation, is cir- 
cularizing phone-book listings and 
pointing out that musicians will be 
needed more than ever now. 

From the Broadway angie the State 
ruling prohibiting sales on credit will 
disappoint the thousand on-the-cuff 
hopefuls. But then there had to be 
some sort of thorn in the repeal rose.

accordingly on the proposition that the 
series would be a great plug for the 
new legit season. Which has also been 
done by the Drama League, which broad- 
casts with Equity’s okeh. 


Important angle, however, from Frank 
aillmore’s poirt of view is that radio 
acknowledged that it had to come to 
Equity, and that such broadcasts would 
be impossible without its permission. 
Equity has but one rule on radio at 
present and this forbids a member to 
broadcast eny part of his show or sing 
a song from it unless he is paid for it. 
The meinber can do other material, how- 
ever, free if ne so desires. Guest star 
appearances which were troublesome 
years ago are now considered under 
control. 


Thus all of the shows, good and bad, 
musical and dramatic, got their chance 
to reveal parts of their scores, sketches 
and scenes. The Theater Presents was the 
title of the programs, but Presented By 
National Broadcasting Company was al- 
ways the last phrase on the program, 
indicating it was on the cuff and a sus- 
taining. 


AFM contributed a 400-piece band 
gratis, and President Joe Weber did a 
speech, as did Frank Gillmore on arother 
occasion. Introduced by newspaper 
columnists numerous producers did their 
spiel, Brock Pemberton going so far as 
to state that now that speaks had to 
take off their blinds, the tens of 
thousands who hid behind them, such 
as men with other men’s wives, would 
again patronize the theater. Joe Cook 
Gid not care for the free ether show 
when his troupe took to the mike, but 
Victor Moore was on hand when Let 
‘Em Eat Cake was on and also when 
the oldtimers went to bat. Ironically 
Moore, who failed to get a commercial 
when auditioned, was a hit on both 
occasions. 


Hinterland Reaction 


Just how much good it did the legit 
shows .is problematical, altho at worst 


the broadcasts were accepted on face 
value as a 50-50 proposition. Going on 
after theater hours in New York and 


running past the usual 1 o’clock in the 
morning signoff, it is thought that 
Gothamites did not go crazy nor pay 
undue attention to the series. Out:of 
town the show must have shaped up 
better, and most of the NBC affiliated 
outlets took the sustainings when it 
did not interfere with anything else. 
These stations, however, did not remain 
open after hours. Legit offerings of 
course hit many out-of-town stations 
at an earlier hour than in New York. 


Aside from the legit broadcasting, NBC 
was saluted by 15 foreign countries with 
good programs as well as by its out-of- 
town studios, such as Chicago and San 
Francisco. The former stagcd a clever 
medicine show and the latter offered 
grand opera and other broadcasts.

WMCA Feeds Other Outlets as Key

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—The Federal The Providence outlet was one of the 


Broadcasting Company, which recently 
took over WMCA, only local full-time 
station with a desirable wave length and 
power, has finally gone network, and be- 
ginning today will officially feed its 
programs to at least three out-of-town 
outlets. 


Considerable mystery has prevailed the 
past week or more as WMCA, which had 
installed a new set of ATT wires to sev- 
era!

However, beginning today threc sta- 
tions are definitely taking the WMCA 
programs on a full-time basis with the 
exception of time sold locally to spon- 
sors. These are WIP, Philadelphia: 
WPRO, Providence, and WHDH, Boston.

Leading item appears to be no less 
than the 151,553 contest entry blanks 
éent in by listeners who, in effort to 
win the weekly prize of a Ford car, went 
to their nearest dealer, took a ride and 
a blank upon which they wrote Why I 
Would Buy a Ford V-8. Above number 
of blanks is credited to a 10-week batch. 
It is estimated that in all a million peo- 
ple took a ride in a Ford during this

test.

Studebaker Reprise 
Reviewed Thursday, 9:15-10:15 p.m. 
Style — Vocal stars and _ orchestras. 
Sponsor—Studebaker Sales Corporation. 
Station—WABC (CBS network). 


This is the second Studebaker show 
of the season wherein five names were 
booked for quarter-hour periods one 
night each in succession and all of 
them gathered around for a one-hour 
show on the sixth night. This series 
started with Kate Smith on Saturday 
evening, and followed with George 
Gershwin, Harry Richman, Helen Mor- 
gan and Morton Downey in consecutive 
order. William Merrigan Daly Orchestra 
appeared with Gershwin, while Jacques 
Renard did the honors for most of the 
others. Exclusive of Gershwin, who 
played the piano as soioist while the 
orchestra played a medley of his com- 
positions, all the stars were an assort- 
ment of vocalists, of course, and a 
strong attraction of names as well as 
an excellent one-hour show on paper. 
Individually no fault can be found with 
the artists, each of whom was well 
worth hearing as usual. But as a stunt 
and booking of a one-hour show it 
seems that some sort of relief from 
song delineation could have been 
worked in such as a laugh somewhere 
en route. 

Effectiveness of such a show is @ 
question. Studebaker’s last reprise, 
which had the additional novel element 
of artists being picked up around the 
country, seemed like much talent in a 
show not co-ordinated for a sock per- 
formance. Routining was extremely 
bad. In latest show Harry Richman did 
the announcing while David Ross 
looked after the advertiser’s interests. 
Running order was Ross introducing 
Richman, who announced Daly’s Orches- 
tra doing a number from last season’s 
Of Thée I Sing as a bow to its com- 
poser, George Gershwin. Kate Smith 
cid a new ballad, and Jacques Renard’s 
Orchestra (it may as well have been 
Daly’s) played a selection. Richman 
offered a song, and the subsequent 
sales talk by Ross stressed the powerful 
seatures of the car to withstand being 
knocked around. “Built Like a Battle- 
ship” is the slogan. Helen Morgan did 
It’s the Talk of the Town. Gershwin 
at the piano with Daly’s Orchestra in 
a medley was followed by Miss Smith, 
and Daly’s Orchestra was heard again. 
Downey made his initial appearance 
with Did You Ever See a Dream?, after 
which Ross gave the Studebaker fea- 
tures a sendoff as well as the low prices. 
Miss Morgan did Here Am I from Sweet 
Adeline, while Renard offered a selec- 
tion from Wildflower. A bit of drama- 
tized dialog was injected at this point, 
one being the “inquiring reporter” who 
meets people and each answers with a 


Studebaker of some sort and his reason 
why. Richman and male trio or quartet 
behind him sang The Last Roundup, 
and after that came Gershwin with the 
third movement of his Concerto in F, 
the composer at the piano with the 
Daly Orchestra. Miss Morgan and the 
Renard Band did a medley, and Downey 
closed with I'll Be Faithful. Low price 
range played an important part in the 
final sponsor’s credit. 

Production as a whole seemed to 
strive for smoothness, with everything 
piano as to both singers and orchestras.

Sun Expert Views Telly 


Fred Ehlert, technical editor of The 
New York Sun and one of New York’s 
most active television pioneers, has some 
practical prophecies concerning tele- 
vision. He believes that television will 
naturally differ somewhat from radio, 
but that essentially it will be a vast 
development and improvement over 
sound alone. 

In the matter of news broadcasts, 
Editor Ehlert believes that the magic 
eye will be of great assistance in bring- 
ing news to the home or theater—im- 
mediately. “Let us take an important 
event—something that is anticipated,” 
said Ehlert. “Take a ship coming in 
with a passenger list of notables. With 
proper portable television equipment, 
interviews and pictures of the famed 
voyagers may be immediately televised. 
Unique scoops may occasionally add 
great zest to television programs. Think 
of a bold holdup, the dangerous gun- 
men, horror-stricken pedestrians and 
nervous police ‘fighting it out.’ Im- 
agine that scene televised. Of course,” 
Ehlert went on, “such cozy little scenes 
won't be everyday broadcasts, but there 
is a possibility that we may occasionally 
see such happenings.” 


Florida Possibility 


Ehlert believes that Florida has many 
advantages for the practical production 
of television films. He cites Florida’s 
nearness to New York and the matter 
of convenient physical facilities.

As for the hotel code, Weber points 
out that the musicians are not men- 
tioned, but that they are classified by 
inference as “all other employees” with 
a minimum wage of 28 cents an hour. 
Weber is battling this as making possi- 
ble the undermining of the union scale 
by hotels. Incidentally, he hits the 30 per 
cent traveling orchestra rule as putting 
the AFM into an embarrassing position 
in the hotel code. 

The burlesque code is almost com- 
pleted and the AFM is granted mainte- 
nance of present contracts. 

The shipping code is coming up soon. 
Weber may not ask for a minimum wage 
for musicians, the angle being this might 
be lower than current wages on ships.

Suit against the Music Dealers’ Serv- 
ice, Inc., the central jobbing and ship- 
ping organization sponsored by a leading 
group of popular publishers, is due to 
come up for trial in the United States 
District Court on December 4. Richman- 
Mayer Company, sheet-music jobbers, 
who sued the MDS and the publishers 
in back of it for some $300,000 under 
anti-trust charges and triple damages, 
etc., are the principal plaintiffs, altho 
since the formation of the jobbers into 
an organization Max Mayer now has the 
additional backing. 

Attorney A. S. Gilbert will appear for 
the MDS and publishers and will plead 
that contrary to being a combine to fix 
Prices, etc., in violation of the Clayton 
or Sherman acts, the MDS was doing 
just what the acts meant to be done and 
that is sell a commodity to everyone at 
the same price instead of discriminating 
by having different prices and discounts. 
Richman-Mayer Company is suing for a 
total of over $1,000,000. 


It now appears that the sheet-music 
jobbers will not submit their code until 
after the wholesalers have had their 
code signed by the Presiaent. After 
which they may join it instead of com- 
ing in on a code of their own or that 
of the music publishers. 


E. C. Mills, general manager of the 
ASCAP, left on Priday of last week for 
a 10-day business trip to the West Coast 
and other points en route. 


Board meeting of ASCAP held last 
Thursday proved to be a lively battle 
between Louis Bernstein, chairman of 
the finance committee, and other mem- 
bers at the meeting. Bernstein did not 
want his recent proposition and con- 
ference business with Isaac D. Levy, of 
NAB, read into the minutes of the meet- 
ing as a matter of record. He was over- 
ruled, however. 


Oswald F. Schuette has formed a new 
organization to combat the ASCAP and 
held a meeting at the Alcazar Hotel, 
Baitimore, On November 6. Outcome 
was the Music Users’ Protective Associa- 
tion and resolutions were passed to ask 
the Department of Justice to investigate 
“commercial racketeering” and licensing 
methods of the ASCAP. Copies of the 
resolution were sent to the Federal 
Trade Commission and members of the 
Senate anc the House. Resolutions 
charged that ASCAP had practicaliy all 
of the music in the country and exer- 
cised a monopolistic control. Joseph B. 
Keenan, federal investigator, and other 
authorities appointed to look into 
racketeering methods have been asked 
to act.

usual procedure. The production is en- 
joying good business in San Francisco 
and will probably move north to Port- 
land and Seattle instead of coming here 
to play the Belasco. 

Ken Murray in Louder, Please, at the 
Belasco lasted only two weeks and the 
management gave out two-for-one passes 
in an effcrt to hold it for a third week, 
but only waited one day for results, 
which apparently were not forthcoming 
on the two-for-one basis.

The old cry of the road can be heard again thruout the length and breadth 
of the land. The citizenry is fed up with the canned product of the screen and 
wants entertainment in the flesh. Customers are there if producers can take 


advantage of them. 


Of course, many things enter into the equation. Stagehands are still loath 


to give up working conditions that allow a maximum of pinochle and a minimum 
chance for the producer. Money for road production is scarce. If the National 
Committee decides to act upon the suggestion to apply to the government for 
money wherewith to re-establish the road, perhaps all difficulties may be over- 


come. 


And certainly a huge number of potential playgoers, whose homcs are 


on the road, will be happier in their entertainment. 

The cries come in from north, east, south and west (or the four points of 
the compass, to put it more briefly). Typical is a letter from a reader of The Rich- 
mond News Leader, printed in that paper recently. Says the reader, in part: “Why 
in a city of such size and population must we be content with mere celluloid dra- 


matics? . . 


. Surely there are among us lovers of the lighter musical shows and 


dramatic presentations, in a great enough number to warrant more of these pro- 


ductions coming our way. 


The success of George White’s Scandals and other 


such productions last season 1s a sign that at least we support such shows here. 
. Are we to sit and be content with our movies houses and miss all talent 


in the flesh?” 


The current issue of Stage Magazine agitates for a cause which was taken 
up by your reporter in the dim days when he was first reviewing shows. Why, asks 
Stage Magazine, if handclapping is allowed—nay, encouraged—in our playhouses, 
should the hiss be taboo. Surely a playgoer has as much right to express dis- 


taste as approval. 


And surely the intelligent use of the hiss would tend to drive 


away a large part of the tripe which currently encumbers our stage. 
In Europe the hiss is still fashionable in greeting those folk who insist upon 


publicly displaying their ineptitude.

Hundredth Anniversary of Booth 
Birth Honored Thruout Nation 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Actors and 
laymen thruout the length and breadth 
of the land honored Edwin Booth last 
Sunday, Monday and Tuesday on the 
100th anniversary of his birth. The 
great actor, whose Hamlet, Iago and 
Richard III were among the outstanding 
contributions of America to the art of 
acting, was toasted by the members of a 
newer acting generation whose tech- 
nique varies widely from his. And yet 
Edwin Booth was the man whc started 
the wave of naturalism in acting, and 
from whom the new school is directly 
derived. 


Sunday night, in The Pilayers’ club- 
hovse on Gramercy Park, there was 
dinner in Booth’s honor. The club- 
house was the great actor’s home during 
his life, and at his death he willed it 
to his fellow players and their friends 
as a meeting place not only for actors 
but also for selected men from other 
arts and owrofessions. It was his idea 
to provide a place in which the actor 
could mingle with the best in com- 
munity life. Thruout his lifetime Booth 


was ridden by the bugaboo of respect- 
ability. 

Many of the theater’s famous toasted 
him at the dinner, while two flights 
above, with its brass-tipped bedposts 
gleaming thru the dusk, was the rcom in 
which Booth died, kept intact since 
the day when he left it for the iast 
time.

Surely there are enough worthless 
plays in America for Mr. Louis Macloon 
to have found one without troubling to 
adapt—with Mr. George Redman’s as- 
sistance—an example from mid-Europe. 
It’s said that It Pays To Sin (which Mr. 
Macloon brought to the Morosco on a 
Friday night and took away from the 
Morosco the next day. ran in Vienna in 
its original version for over a year. If 
so it goes a long way toward explaining 
the present troubled state of Austria. 

It is also said that in the original it 
was a flimsy and delicate farce. The 
adapters then have done more than 
their share—for in the present version 
it is impossible to see how it could ever 
have been anything but an unbelievably 
tad attempt to be risque, a pitiful and 
fruitless endeavor to put several unfun- 
ny Obstetrical jokes into play form. The 
program itself dubs it “a highly improb- 
able story.” That is an unmatched ex- 
ample of understatement. 

A Viennese obstetrician, in order to 
experiment, advertises for a young lady 
in a delicate condition, and gets one 
who asks for the job without possessing 
the requirements because she needs & 
place to live. And, believe it or not, she 
lives in it for five weeks without the 
doctor discovering the hoax. He would 
seem to be, at best, a not very good ob- 
stetrician—almost as bad in his class as 
the play is in its own. 

The cast floundered hopelessly in the 
morass that the authors provided. Gin- 
ger Pearscn seemed to have some possi- 
bilities, but you couldn’t tell in this 
thing. 

The original, they say, was known as 
Jo Hazbol Vald Urilany—which makes 
about as much sense to American audi- 
ences as the play itself. The whole 
thing is unbelievably awful, and it’s to 
be hoped that it sets the season's low- 
water mark. Two Jo Hazbol Veld Uri- 
lanys in a single year would be too much 
to bear. 

In any case it closed after three per- 
formances, and this report is offered 
merely for inclusion in the record. Even 
the record must resent it.

I Was Woeiting for You, the Melville 
Baker adaptation from the French of 
Jacques Natanson, which Edward Choate 
brought to the Booth Monday night, is 
the sort of play that should be pre- 


sented by Gilbert Miller or no one. In 
the present instance the latter alterna- 
tive would have been advisable. A slight 
and at no time highly amusing comedy 
of love and life in La Belle France, it 
must depend for all of its possible effects 
upon smartness, sophistication and 
suave charm in both its acting and its 
direction As it’s presented at the Booth 
it gets those qualities in neither. 

It’s the slight yarn cf two young 
things who live with a pair of oldsters, 
who meet, and whe forthwith desert 
their aging paramours. It’s not the first 
time that either has cheated, and they 
are very modern and very worldly young 
things. lcoking down at love as an out- 
mcded psychological fad, and very ccn- 
fident in their own ability to keep what 
they expect will be a brief liaison upon 
an intelligent (and therefore, according 
to their values, a physical) basis. But 
along in the second act, when they have 
sneaked off to a hotel in Orleans, love 
rears its ugly head and they propose to 
make a permanent go of it. 

The third act shows the two deserted 
oldsters pitifully awaiting the return of 
their loved ones. They try to hide the 
fact that they are willing to concede 
almost everything—even honor-—to keep 
physical love; they try to unite, as once 
before in their lives they have united, 
but they find that it is only doleful 
play-acting at best. Steadfastly they 
brace themselves to greet the young love 
that they have lost, and the play ends 
when the door opens to admit the young 
couple. That last act is by long odds 
the most effective of the lot—but that 
is solely because of the playing of Glenn 
Anders and Vera Allen. 


The second act in Orleans, which 
might have been charming in capable 
acting hands and which sorely needed 
a@ smooth technique, is played roughly 
and explosively by Helen Brooks and 
Bretaigne Windust. Two leSs under- 
standing performances would be hard 
to find, and Windust particularly makes 
the lad, never especially sympathetic in 
the first place, a thoroly nasty young 
man. Myron McCormick is painfully 
un-French, tho amusing, as a friend, 


and Frederick Roland does some smooth 
work in @ small part. 

Arthur Beckhard’s direction is hard to 
understand in view of his past perform- 
ances—and why slap a silly henna wig 
on the grand Beverly Sitgreaves, who 
brings the second act what little life 
it posseses as the hotel chambermaid? 

Jo Mielziner’s first two sets are among 
the best things of the evening, but his 
last-act drawing room is stuffy. A 
lighter grey on the walls would have 
given greater depth and freedom, with- 
out sacrificing the pervading autumn 
melancholia. 

The public has been waiting for J 
Was Waiting for You for two and a half 
years, Jed Harris having first announced 
it in the spring of 1931.

KUYKENDALL RAPS MYERS 


Sees Selfish Motives Back of 
Allied Code Blockade Tacties 


MPTOA head takes exception to “propaganda mill” hint 
—says Myers seeks to promote personal interests in at- 
tack—pledges support to President’s recovery plan 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—What looks like an out and out break between the 
MPTOA and Allied States exhibitor organizations came this week when Ed Kuyken- 
dall, president of the MPTOA, came out with a statement answering the charges 
of Abram Myers, Allied chief, in which the latter made a veiled accusation against 
the former charging it with being a “propaganda mill.” There has been consider- 
able friction of late between the two organizations and those who have watched 
the situation closely have expected a blowoff before this, since the MPTOA has 


steadfastly backed the NRA code makers, 
while the Allied has bombarded Wash- 
ington with literature and verbal as- 
saults against Rosenblatt and the code 
in general. 


The last straw came when the “prop- 
aganda mill” stuff was spilled by Myers 
and brought forth the following reply 
from the MPTOA head: 


“I am just a little bit surprised at 
this outburst of pent-up anger on the 
part of these mis-leaders who have no 
actual investment in this industry—and 
no interest other than an intense desire 
to capitalize for their own personal in- 
terests. I cannot believe the procedure 
of these three or four self-styled leaders 
really represents the sentiment of any 
appreciable number of the membership 
of Allied States, because there are many 
fine fellows who belong to it that are 
not given to such rash statements, so I 
must believe that all these outbursts 
of speech are not concurred in by the 
membership as a whole and really come 
from the same men who have become 
notorious for their capacity to make 
misstatements of fact and want the 
ballyhoo of obstructionism to keep them 
before the exhibitors of this country. 


To Work for Recovery 


“The MPTOA is now accused, in Abe 
Myers’ latest outburst, of supporting 
the President’s recovery program and of 
offering our co-operation in the big job 
ahead of self-government in the motion 
Picture industry under the NRA code. 
This, he thinks, is treason and treachery. 
If this be treason, then make the most 
of it. We are going to play ball with 
President Roosevelt, we will do our level 
best to make the NRA code function 
fairly and to the best interests of the 
independent exhibitor and without in- 
jury to anyone. If we find in actual 
practice any part of the code works un- 
reasonable hardship on anyone we will 
try to get it changed thru the proper 
channels as provided for. Everyone 
knows the MPTOA members individually 
signed the President’s Re-Employment 
Agreement, pledged their co-operation 
in establishing an industry code and 
will not welch on that agreement. 


“Allied, originally organized for the 
purpose of opposing the MPTOA, advis- 
ing its members to oppose the recovery 
program in the beginning, to refuse to 
submit to any codes or re-employment 
agreements. Their campaign of obstruc. 
tion and non-co-operation is at least 
logical and understandable. Lawyers 
must live. Fortunately we have no 
lawyers interested in getting a fee to 
carry on a ‘fight’ indefinitely nor pro- 
fessional organizers who need ‘con- 
troversies’ to help them get money from 
some exhibitors who will always be suck- 
ers for that sort of thing. We have no 
quarrel with Mr. Myers and his organiz- 
ers, fully sympathize with his position

and think his personal attacks are quite 
unjustified. We cannot agree that the 
measure of an exhibitor’s independence 
is solely based on how much he hates 
the other parts of the industry. 

“His quarrel is really with the Na- 
tional Recovery Administration, which 
operates the ‘propaganda mill’ to secure 
the co-operation of all industries with 
the President’s recovery program and 
the NRA codes. Apparently desertions 
in his own ranks and the complete 
failure of Allied efforts to entice away 
any,of our members have blinded Mr. 
Myers with rage over the successes 
achieved by the MPTOA for the benefit 
of the small independent exhibitor. If 
Allied had produced a definite organized 
program in advance, instead of trying 
tc block the entire NRA program, per- 
haps their blunders would not be so 
obvious to their own membership.” 


Rejection for LaGuardia 


HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 18.—It became 
known here this week that the new 
mayor of New York, Fiorello LaGuardia, 
shortly before his election to office, 
aspired to become a scenario writer. It 
has come to light that about a month 
ago LaGuardia submitted a script called 
Dirty Politics for production and it was 
turned down by the readers. 


O’Dell Expands 


DETROIT, Nov. 18.—John O’Dell, who 
has made a comeback in the theater 
business locally with the organization 
of a new circuit here in the past year 
after being out of the business directly 
for a dozen years, is adding one new 
house, the Dunbar, to his string. 
Andrew Jackanic, now manager of the 
Frontenac, will manage the house. Jack 
Daly, who was with Hollywood Pictures 
Corporaticn, has succeeded Edward H. 
Gayeski as manager of the Harmony, 
another O’Dell house. 


BIP Capital Up 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—British Interna- 
tional Pictures has increased its capital 
from 1,500,000 pounds to 3,500,000 
pounds in order to produce bigger pic- 
tures to compete in the world markets. 


Nazi News Shots 
Cut in England 


LONDON, Nov. 20.—All clips showing 
activities of the Hitler government in 
Germany have been eliminated in this 
country. The leading newsreel is put 
out by Gaumont British, which also 
controls the operation of 3,000 houses 
in the British Isles. The company is 
controlled by two Jews, Isadore and 
Mark Ostrer, pioneers in the motion 
picture field. 

The Empire Theater, London, stopped 
showing Nazi shots some time ago, 
claiming to eliminate all controversial 
matter from its Mewsreel stuff. The 
Empire is owned by Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer. It is not known whether or not 
any countries on the Continent are 
giving the Hitlerites a newsreel pub- 
licity break. 


Creditors Turn Down 
Offer for Theaters 


MILWAUKEE, Nov. 18.—As a result of 
a@ majority of creditors opposing an 
cffer of $16,000 in cash in settlement 
of the bankrupt Statewide Theaters, 
Inc., Milton C. Knoblach, referee in 
charge of the case, has declined to ac- 
cept the offer. Attorneys representing 
various of the creditors maintain that 
the Wesco Corporation originally pur- 
chased the assets of Midwesco, which 
filed a voluntary bankruptcy petition in 
February of this year, and thru State- 
wide controlled the Wisconsin Amuse- 
ment Enterprises, Inc., both subsidiary 
concerns, the latter now operating a 
chain of theaters in Wisconsin. 

The creditors have asked that the 
assets of the subsidiary companies, the 
Wisconsin Amusement Enterprises and 
the Fox-Wisconsin Company, operator 
of the Wisconsin Theater, local first-run, 
be considered as assets of the Statewide 
concern. Hearings in the matter will be 
continued November 9. 


Indies Threaten 
War in St. Louis 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 20.—Unless first-run 
houses here get together and stop their 
price cutting, independent exhibitors 
threaten to throw open their houses at 
10 cents for adults and 5 cents for chil- 
dren. This is the ultimatum handed 
down this week. 

In some instances first-run houses are 
giving a first run and four or five acts 
of vaudeville for 25 cents, which makes 
it impossible for the neighborhoods to 
charge that amount for straight pictures. 
The downtown houses, however, have 
given no indication that they will up 
their scale, so it remains to be seen 
whether or not the independents will go 
thru with their threat. 


“Men in White” for MGM 


NEW YORK, Nov. 25——MGM is re- 
ported to have bought the screen rights 
to Men in White, a legit hit, for $40,000. 


See Delay in Signing Code; 
Not Yet in Roosevelt’s Hands 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—The question 
of what has happened to the motion 
picture code was answered here this 
week by Col. Robert Lea, deputy ad- 
ministrator. who said he has passed the 
document along to Gen. Hugh Johnson, 
but that the General has not yet had 
time to look it over. 


Colonel Lea discouraged the thought 
of any immediate action on the code. 
It is believed here that General Johnson 
will go over the clauses carefully and 
will make certain recommendations sub- 
ject to President Roosevelt’s approval 
and that the President will pack the 
code along with other papers and take 
it to Warm Springs, Ga., with him on 
Thanksgiving. It is thought that it will 
be weeks before the code is actually 
signed and put into operation. 


There is considerable disappointment 
in the film industry at the length of 
time that has been found necessary to 
complete the code and clarify the at- 
mosphere. 

Business is practically at a standstill 
and will remain so until the Chief Ex- 
ecutive gives the document his okeh. 
It is impossible to exert pressure to the 
signing and it 1s hoped that as little 
time as possible will be lost in getting 
the mechanism into action. 


Producers and distributors are hold- 
ing off work and exhibitors have prac- 
tically stopned buying until they find 
out just where they stand in the code. 
The whole business is completely upset 
and it will take months to get back to 
— after the code actually goes into 
effect.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—It is expected 
that complete plans for the reorganiza- 
tion of Publix Enterprises, the bankrupt 
subsidiary of Paramount Publix, will be 
submitted to Referee Harry K. Davis 
within the next two weeks for the Fed- 
eral Court’s approval. 


It is the plan to bring together the 
largest block of Publix theaters intwu one 
unit under the administration of the 
trustees of Paramount Publix. The 
change calls for a new tame for the 
subsidiary which will issue stock in the 
rew enterprise to the amount of the 
indebtedness of Publix Enterprise to 
Paramount Publix. The theater end is 
the largest creditor to Paramocunt 
Publix. 


It is believed that with the new sctup 
the court will permit the plan to func- 
tion, und if so it will give a new lease 
on life to Paramount, for it was the 
theater end of the business that pulled 
the producing unit down. 


It is doubtful if there will be any 
immediate changes in personnel if and 
when the new plan goes thru. 


American Films 
Popular in Egypt 


WASHINGTON, Novy, 18. — Technical 
superiority of American talking pictures 
has proved sufficient to offset the 
language handicap in Egypt and the 
Near East, with the result American 
films are now the most popular in 
Egypt and Palestine, this despite the 
fact Continental producers had their 
big chance in those countries with the 
advent of the talking picture, advices 
to the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce report. 


“Dubbed” pictures have met with no 
success in Egypt, the public there pre- 
ferring the American dialog unchanged. 
British pictures are widely advertised in 
the Near East and in Egypt, but with a 
limited popularity following. One thing 
which has increased the popularity of 
American films is development of the 
technique of superimposing titles in 
Arabic, Greek and Hebrew on side 
panels. While satisfactory progress has 
been made therefore by the American 
product in Egypt and the Near East, 
yet further expansion of the market 
there at this time is not advisable, 
Bureau attaches advise.

WOTLON PICTURES 


Joe Doaks 


We had occasion recently to dig up for our research department the 10 
best pictures of the last five years, strictly from box-office grosses and 
not considering the artistic merit of the production, and were we surprised! 
With one exception, there was not a picture among the leading money makers 
that boasted a star of importance. And not a single one was of the dirt variety 
or depended upon physical construction or the sex appeal of the feminine lead. 
Each picture was made from a good, clean, homespun yarn, and it is doubt- 
ful if one of them was made with an idea of it being more than a regular pro- 
grammer. Just plain accidents! 


So what? So why not begin to pay more attention to stories and less to 
what star’s legs or profile will look best in the roto sections? We are not op- 
posed to good-looking stars, but we believe that a good story with a cast of 
competent artists will make just as good if not better pictures than one made 
up of names. The artist should not dominate the story, but quite the reverse. 


Too many producers shoot at Broadway and what New York will think 
of the epic. New York does not pay the freight on pictures. It is the thou- 
sands of Joe Doaks exhibitors in the small towns thruout the country that 
make big grosses. Dialog that might be considered smart and ultrasophisticated 
to Broadway is just so much plain filth to Main Street and the patrons stay 
away from the theaters in droves. 


Joe Doaks tells the producers that his people don’t like dirt and he is 
laughed at, but when by accident a producer comes thru with a clean, whole- 
some feature the Joe Doaks pile up huge box-office figures. 


It would probably be a great thing for the motion picture industry if every 
producer and director were forced to operate a small-town theater for one 
year. They would see the difficulties that confront the small owner. They 
would realize that when dirt appears on the screen, Mr. and Mrs. Jones and 
family register their disgust in person to the exhibitor. 


Mr. Producer and Director would find that one dirty picture can spoil the 
patronage of a theater for several weeks, or until a healthy picture comes along 
and fumigates it. Too many dirt, or sophisticated, pictures will give a house a 
black eye from which it might not be able to recover, and it is not the fault of 


the owner, for he is eternally praying for something clean. But where can he 
get it? 


We do not mean to imply that all the pictures produced are unfit for small- 
town audiences, but we do say that the small independent theater owner, who 


constitutes the backbone of the industry, is not being given the consideration 
he deserves. 


If producers will turn their eyes beyond Broadway and Hollywood 
Boulevard, they will find that grosses are piled up in the 500-seaters on Main 
Street and that Broadway and Hollywood openings are so much hooey to 
satisfy the vanity of a few individuals.

In many cases as much as 25 per cent of the product 
The answer to this is, according to insiders, the 
It is claimed that the producers who are making 


pictures with a 68-cent dollar are afraid that the exhibitors will pay for the 


product with a 50-cent dollar. 

Not only are more pictures on a per- 
centage basis, but the percentage has 
been put at 35 to 50 of the gross business. 
This in most quarters is considered un- 
reasonably high and will be met by 
greater bookings from independents, but 
altho this is okeh for the smaller ex- 
hibitor, it does not solve the problem 
for the first-run operator. 

Last year the percentage pictures, 
which were comparatively few, worked 
on a 20 to 25 basis and proved equitable, 
but on a rate es high as 50 it is con- 
sidered in most circles as almost pro- 
hibitive. 


Clauses in contracts state that the 
producer is permitted to place a certain 
number of his pictures on a percentage 
basis, but what the exhibitors are shout- 
ing about is the fact that every picture 
of any box-office merit is scheduled for 
the percentage list, while only the 
mediocre stuff reaches him on a straight 
rental. 


The new percentage angle is one of 
the things that is holding up film buy- 
ing this year, The code has been used 
as a screen behind which to hide, but it 
is fooling no one, according to a promi. 
ment chain owner. The distributors 
know the answer and are trying to devise 
Some means of stimulating buying, 
which is now four months behind. 

There is some talk of a get-together 
session to iron cut the situation, but it 
is considered doubtful if the producers 
will agree to straight rentals on pictures 
already chosen for the percentage list. 

Indep2ndent producers have seen the 
handwriting and have raised their pro- 
duction budgets to include class pic- 
tures that will fill the need of every type 
of theater, and the inroads they are 
making 2n the major bcokings is be- 
ginning to make itself felt. 

It is understood that when and if the 
code becomes effective one of the first 
jobs for it will be to straighten out the 
tangled situation and return buying to 
normal.

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 18.—Neighborhood 
theaters here find it almost a necessity 
to book double bills if they are to do 
any profitable business. One average 
program feature is not enough these 
days to attract the customers. Excep- 
tions to this case are outstanding flickers 
and ones that have been greatly pub- 
licized in local sheets during their first 
runs. Among such recent pictures were 
Gold Diggers of Broadway, Footlight 
Parade, Lady for a Day, The Masquerader 
and Morning Glory. 

If a single so-so feature is billed, then 
it has been found necessary to book an 
added stage attraction. Artists from local 
radio stations, in particular, benefit by 
these extra stage attractions. They find 
it necessary at times to change as many 
as three to four houses a week. 

Where stage shows do not prevail, in. 
dependent products find their way into 
these neighborhood places. They serve 
as ideal fillers and their costs are low 
enough to please independent managers. 
Yet they have some tough opposition to 
meet. Warner Brothers houses, for ex- 
ample, usually advertise two products 
from major companies for the same proe 
gram. Recently the Palace offered Para- 
mount’s I Love That Man and MGM’s 
Broadway to Hollywood, the Regent had 
Universal’s Ladies Must Love and Para- 
mount’s Disgraced, the Camerphone 
billed Paramount's I Loved a Woman 
and Fox’s Shanghai Madness, the Liberty 
gave Fox’s Pilgrimage and Paramount’s 
Her Bodyguard, and the Brushton pre-e 
sented MGM’s The Nuisance and Parae 
mount’s Her Bodyguard.

Further Disclosures of Clarke 


Deals Amaze Senate Committee 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18..—Uneasy lies 
the head that wears a movie crown these 
days, for Ferdinand Pecora, counsel for 
the Senate Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee, has announced that he expects 
to delve into all banking transactions in 
which motion picture companies are 
concerned, and what will develop from 
such an investigation is expected to 
create plenty of pyrotechnics. 


Harley Clarke, head of the General 
Theaters Equipment Company, was 
placed on the stand — this week by 
Pecora, who is trying to determine just 
how much manipulating was done by a 
subsidiary of the Chase National Bank 
in the swinging of the GTE into a 
monopolistic organization. Clarke was 
one time president of Fox Films, having 
been placed there by banking interests, 
and Pecora anncunced this week that 
Fox Films will come under his scrutiny 
at an early date. 

It was brought out at the investiga- 
tion this week that the GTE outfit was 
watered to the extent of $38,000,000 be- 
fore the stock was offered to the public. 
The disclosure amazed the Senate mem- 
bers of the committee, but Pecora let it 
be known that they hadn't heard any- 
thing yet. 

It was disclos:d that Clarke purchased 


stock in the International Projector 
Company and the National Theater Sup- 
ply Company, and with 5,000 shares of the 
Theater Acceptance Corporation, which 
he owned, ne traced for 25,000 shares of 
GTE stock The stock that he traded 
had actually cost him $50,000. The GTE 
stock that he acquired in the trade he 
sold to banks for $500,000. 


It was further brought out that under 
an agreement of July 9, 1929, Clarke ar- 
ranged with William Fox to take over 
Grandeur, Inc., which was organized to 
absorb the Mitchel Camera Company. 
Fox owned a half interest in Grandeur, 
which is a process for throwing an en- 
larged image on the screen, and Clarke 
paid him $2,000,000 and gave him 25,000 
shares of GTE at $30 a share, and a re- 


purchase agreement whereby Clarke 
further paid Fex $750,000. 
The Senate Committee has been 


amazed at the ramifications of the deals 
in this particular phase of the picture 
business and :ts disclosures have been 
such that it is almost a foregone con- 
clusions that every major company will 
be investigated. 

It is expected that when William Fox 
is called to testify a great deal of dirty 
linen will be hung on the line for the 
edification of the general public.

Universal’s The Invisible Man is a 
superior horror yarn, produced without 
aid of trapdoors, clutching hands and 
other paraphernalia of the graveyard 
school of melodrama. It doesn’t need 
them, having thrills of its own that are 
far more effective. Books, clothes, 
furniture, everything is whisked about 
by the invisible man without any visual 
means of support, and the whole thing, 
besides being an effective horror piece, 
contains superb photography. It is in- 
telligently thought out, with R. C. 
Sherriff writing the screen play from H. 
G. Wells’ book and James Whale doing 
the direction. It seems like a reunion 
of the back-stage men of Journey’s End. 


A scientist finds an injection that 
makes him invisible, but doesn’t know 
that it also makes him mad. He starts 
off sanely enough trying to find the 
antidote, but he is interrupted and his 
brain fails. Previously he has gone about 
thickly covered with clothes and with 
his face entirely swathed in bandages. 
The clothes, of course, are visible, even 
tho their wearer isn’t. But when he goes 
berserk he discards the clothes and 
starts on a trail of arson, murder, train 
wrecking and the like. In the end the 
police shoot him by cornering him in 
the snow and aiming at him by means 
of his footprints. 


Claude Rains is starred in this, his 
first picture—but ironically enough he 
never appears. He gives another of his 
superb performances and the screen can 
be proud to have won over one of the 
stage’s finest actors. Others who turn 
in outstanding jobs in a grand cast in- 
clude William Harrigan, Henry Travers 
and Dudley Digges. Gloria Stuart sup- 
plies the femme interest, which is 
dragged in by the hair. A disgruntled 
spectator, watching her ineffective pre- 
tending, occasionally wished that she 
could be accorded the same treatment. 

The final buildup of horror isn’t quite 
as appalling as it might have been, but 
the early sequences are splendid and 
the whole thing emerges as a film to 
play up and make a fuss over. It’s 
something new in horror yarns — and 
that’s an item for Ripley. Burr.

Of course, 20th Century cannot be 
expected to produce all winners, but 
Blood Money seems rather out of place 
and has-littie to recommend it as pop- 
ular entertainment. There are some 
amusing incidents, but they are greatly 
Outweighed by the too oft repeated 
hokum. 


The characters represent a bail bonds- 
man; a Park avenue debutante, who is 
a kleptomaniac and likes gunmen; a 
gangster’s mistress and a few other lit- 
tle odds and ends that do the picture 
business very little good. 


George Bancroft is the bail bondsman 
who dominates the underworld, and 
Frances Dee is the Park avenue gal gone 
wrong. Judith Anderson is the mis- 
tress, and it would seem too bad to 
place such worthy artists in such an 
unworthy vehicle. 


Perhaps we are old-fashioned, but it 
would seem to our simple mind that 
gang pictures have run their course, and 
certainly Blood Money will not tend to 
strengthen the position of this type of 
entertainment, 

The picture might make out well 
enough in the larger cities, but for 
small-town audiences we can’t see it.

Radio’s Ace of Aces, Richard Dix's 
newest starring picture, falis short of its 
mark by a couple of lengths, chiefly be- 
cause of overwriting in the story, a great 
amount of overdirection and the unex- 
pected overacting of the star. Another 
film concerning the evil effects of war, 
it starts out like The Boy Allies on the 
Western Front, and it’s only when about 
half the running time has gone that you 
get the general idea. 


A fine young architect objects to war, 
but is taunted by his sweetheart into 
joining. And once he shoots down his 
first plane he becomes a beast filled 
with the blood-lust—and the girl is not 
entirely satisfied with what she has 
done. Having had a taste of war her- 
self, she realizes that perhaps he would 
have been braver after all to stay at 
home and cleave to his ideals. 


But that idea doesn’t come across for 
a long, long while, with the earlier se- 
quences all working against it. The 
aviators’ quarters are presented like a 
picture producer’s idea of a college 
dorm, end the whole thing seems a hor- 
rible pandering to war hysteria. Things 
could bave been made infinitely more 
real and effective. 


As it is. when the break comes in the 
middle of the film the customers aren't 
reaay for it. They laughed at some of 
the heavier dramatic scenes at the show- 
ing caught. 

Elizabeth Allan is splendid and charm- 
ing in sophisticated and smart stuff, 
but she is a bit out of her depth in this. 
Or else she’s too good an actress to 
flounder happily in such mud. Ralph 
Bellamy is the squadron commander, 
and Frank Conroy does a good bit as 
the battalion head. Burr. 


“Midshipman Jack” 
(RKO RADIO)

In Midshipman Jack life at the U. S. 
Naval Academy comes in for a thoro 
inspection and gives the outsider the 
inside on the conduct of the cadets. 
The yarn is rather thin and tells of the 
cadet who, in order to shield a friend, 
takes the blame for the collision of a 
seaplane and subchaser, but he is saved 
from court-martial because of heroic 
work during the collision. 

Jack is the hero of the story and is 
reprimanded for his failure to graduate 
with his class, but the cadet is not too 
dumb to fall in love with the admiral’s 
daughter, and therein lies the romance 
of the picture. 

Altho the title gives the impression 
of juvenile entertainment, the picture 
really has an appeal for adults, but at 
best it is not very heavy fare.

Is Harry Houdini Trying 
To Communicate With Me? 


(By W. J. H—Fifth Installment) 


Houdini was often accused of being 
&@ supreme egotist, chiefiy by those who 
had tried to double-cross him or had 
attempted to impede his long and hard 
climb to the pinnacle of fame. I once 
chided him about this egotism. and he 
replied, “It’s not egotism, Hilliar; it’s 
Houdini-ism, I implicitly believe in my- 
self and as all I have to sell is myself 
I am going to protect my name at all 
hazards and will fight to the last ditch 
to keep the name of Houdini a house- 
hold word. If the world believes me to 
be the greatest magician of all times, 
well, I believe it too. Alweys believe in 
yourself and trample underfoot para- 
sites who may try to undermine your 
foundations, and you will win out pro- 
vided you always are on the level. I 
may have played the part of an egotist 
at times, but I was merely assuming 
the character for reasons.” 

He loved the glamour of public ap- 
plause, and many times as we walked 
Broadway he would be heralded from all 
Sides. “Hello, Harry.” “Hello, Houdini” 
—came from Oscar Hammerstein, Gatti 
Cazzaza and celebrities in all walks of 


life. He would slyly wink at me and 
say: “I've made them recognize me, 
haven't If” Houdini was not ¢gotistical, 
but he was proud, and what man had 
greater right to be than the little mu- 
seum magician who had become a world 
celebrity. 

Just as he was leaving cur apartment 
on West 43d street after his first visit 
there he suddenly stopped, apparently 
glued to the floor, and shouted as he 
pointed at the door, “Hilliar, where did 
you get that lock?” I told him it was 
there when I rented the place and that, 
altho it was of unusual shape, I had 
paid no attention to it. He gave me 
one look of mingled scorn and distrust 
and said: “There are only two Iecks like 
that in the world. I have the other one 
and I’m going to get this. And he did. 
He went to the janitor, bought the 
lock and took it home. At intervals, 
after this incident, he would question 
me regarding the lock, eventually con- 
fiding to me that these were the only 
locks he had ever seen that he could not 
Open without special keys

He left 
Washington at the close of the hearing 
with recognition. For this thanks to 
the uncanny ability of Deputy Ad- 
ministrator Rosenblatt to ferret out 
truth; to spot without hesitation men 
who look upon government as a fount 
of privilege for builnecks in power 
rether than a machine set up by the 
people to serve the best interests of the 
greatest number. 

We are vitally interested, as recently 
stated, in Phillips and his BAA because 
the movement is one that can yet save 
burlesque tf encouraged. We want to do 
our share to stamp out of their dives 
the ignorant but crafty exploiters of 
atrophied talent on mest burlesque 
stages. We are against all that Izzy 
Herk and others in his circle represent. 
Phillips has been propositioned by men 
fooiish enough to believe that one who 
has performed the miracle of making 
burlesque performers organization-con- 
scious would stoop to take their bribes 
and promises of power and influence. 
These are the men who have made one 
of the erstwhile breeding pleces of head- 
line and “name” talent a string of dives 
that fully deserve the persecution in- 
flicted on them by sporadically irate 
communities. We are unalterably op- 
posed to political censorship and all of 
its accompanying menaces, but in the 
case of burlesque, as now operated, we 
are frequently inclined to applaud the 
raids of John Law and Bill Bluencse.

He should 
show the trade right off the bat that 
he is in the business of circuit building 
to stay. The best way to preceed right 
now is to play ball and bcost Phillips’ 
BAA. The performing class in burlesque 
are inherently decent. Their derogatory 
characteristics have been brought about 
by predatory managers who are morally 
and commercially cockeyed. 

If Wilner shows that he is the man 
to handle the job he will receive co- 
eperation from burlesque managers all 
over the country. The burly bosses we 
have met in the sticks are bewildered 
and powerless. They are waiting for a 
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chance to throw off the yoke fastened 
on them by the bulldozing element in 
New York. Wilner is from New York, 
too. But the bullies of the other crowd 
are not bad because they are breeding 
their parasitic maneuvers in New York. 
It is rather a case of New York getting 
a@ bad rep because it haroors them.

E BLAME certain of the yellow tabs 
for the shocking display of morons 
at the cemetery services for Texas 

Guinan. We blame the sentimentally 
stunid writers of this jaundiced press for 
a demonstration that makes the show 
business hide its head in shame. The 
rigor mortis in Tex’s frame had not set 
in when these ink-bespattered jellyfish 
were turning over in their pinheads ways 
and means of tickling the moron’s 
palate with delicious morsels of non- 
sense served on canapes of type.

E SHALL not permit the status of 

The Billboard as one of the credi- 

tors of the defunct Amalgamated 
Brcadcasting System to prevent us from 
commenting on Ed Wynn and his rela- 
tion to the debacle. We hesitated about 
making any statements because there 
would, we felt, be disturbing reactions 
in certain quarters. Even now we ex- 
pect certain of our readers to snicker 
and comment, “Wynn 1s, a great guy 
when he pays out dough, *but when he 
owes they call him a so and so.” We're 
not going to call Wynn a so and so, and 
We are certainly not going to permit 
cur ticklish position to cause us to give 
him a whitewashing. So that’s that, 
and here goes... 


The Billboard, as was the case with 
others to whom the name of Ota Gygi 
meant little more than that of a once 
active vaudevillian and to whom Henry 
Goldman meant nothing until we found 
him seated in a chair of authority at 
ABS, sponsored an ABS section because 
it had faith in the integrity of Ed 
Wynn. The performers who were kidded 
into working for doubtful glory and 
nothing else, the executives and even the 
clerical employees, included among those 
who were left out in the cold, pinned 
their faith in Ed Wynn. 

A man’s business activity, according 
to present-day legal philosophy, provided 
it is not linked directly with larceny, 
must not be permitted to thtrude on his 
private or professional life. Wynn was 
apparently well advised legally when he 
stepped out of the mess of his own 
making. It is doubtful that he can be 
forced to make good personally on the 
obligations piled up by the ABS. 

Wynn has always taken pride in his 
impeccable reputation. The ABS mess 
is becoming more and more involved, 
and as the creditors delve more deeply 
into the affairs of the defunct company 
discoveries might be made thet will in- 
terest everybody and astound many. 

Wynn, as has already been pcinted 
out, wasn't arbitrary in his stand 
against musicians’ salaries being peid. 
Musicians have a smoothly functicning 
organization. Wynn can't tell vs or you 
or any of your relatives that he made 
good on the musicians’ demands because 
he loves sweet music and its makers. 

Wynn has the right to do as he pleases 
within the law. But he owes a duty to 
thcse who once had faith in his in- 
tegrity which he has yet to perform. 
However, there’s no threat of union 
musicians walking out on one of his 
broadcasts. Merely a matter of 
conscience, which frequently lies dor- 
mant until it’s too late for amends.

NBAA Seeks 
To Build Up 


Reduces dues from $25 
to $10 a week—to meet 
Friday on code matters 


e 

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The National 
Burlesque Association of America, or- 
ganization of managers formed primarily 
to draw up the burly code and to meet 
unionization of performers, got into ac- 
tion this week in an effcrt to build 
up the group. A meeting was held 
Thursday afternoon at the offices of I. 
H. Herk, president, and it dealt princi- 
pally with the plan to bring more mem- 
bers into the organization. Another 
mecting is scheduled for this coming 
Friday to deal with the code. 


The plan to attract more members to 
the group has as its main incentive the 
reduction of dues. Heretofore the or- 
ganization taxed its members $1,000 a 
year, payable at the rate of $25 a week. 
At the meeting Thursday, however, it 
was decided to change this. There is 
now a $25 initiation fee and the dues 
are $10 a week for 50 weeks ovt of the 
year. The by-laws of the NBAA were 
changed accordingly. 


On Wednesday Herk’s office sent out 
about 50 letters to managers all over 
the country to be present at a meeting 
of the NBAA this coming Friday. At 
that meeting it is planned to deal ex- 
clusively with the code, which is now 
before the Industrial Board for final re- 
vision The NBAA will appoint ccm- 
mittees of managers to carry out the 
articles of the code.

In the performance of any act or spe- 
cialty, such as magic, it is not the trick 
that counts but the way a person does it 
before the public. The ind!vidual him- 
Self is the one who is selling and his 
Success depends on his understanding 
of the principles of showmanship. 

When an amateur tries to compete 
with a professional he has one great 
disadvantage. The amateur has not had 
the experience that the professional has 
gained thru playing night after night, 
presenting the same line of tricks and 
patter. I have heard individuals say 
that they know some one who is better 
than so-and-so, magician. Some even 
claim that so-and-so was better than 
the late Harry Houdini, but in my mind 
the reason was obvious why s0-and-so 
Gid not make a living at magic, and it 
was because this individual did not un- 
derstand the principles of showmanship. 
In other words, he did not know how 
to sell his act. 

The only way to learn showmanship 
is to go out in the sticks and perform 
magic night after night, playing the 
One-night stands in smaller towns, and 
it is only by making mistakes that one 
learns how to sell an act. 

A great actor once said that “Pailure 
is the stepring stone to success.” So, 
boys, if you want to do magic don’t 
listen to everyone, but perform and 
make mistakes, as it is only by your 
mistakes that you learn to find your 
Plane in your line of endeavor. And 
So, gentlemen of magic, help to keep 
the spirit of magic alive by helping 
those whe need your help and encourag- 
ing those amateurs who need it.

Outfits 
have tried to do circus stuff on the air, 
usually with sorry results. What is a 
circus to the public but gold and red 
and noise and feats of daring and bi- 
zarre freaks and a struggle against na- 
ture‘s unfriendly forces and local chis- 
eler’s hard-boiled wiles? 

Put that to music and you'll have cir- 
cus music. To put it another way, 
Merle Evans’ outfit could play the 
Twelfth Street Rag in the circus man- 
ner. Same for some other circus bands. 
And Victor Herbert’s Kiss in the Dark 
with the Codonas floating back and 
forth thru the air. while the air calliope 
furnishes a background—better in the 
circus manner than any other way. 

When circus music has to go arty and 
lose its sturdy, sterling qualities, some 
may call it musical, but I'll say it has

such statements. Civic-minded newspapers, with the interest of the general public 


at heart, also have made comment. 


In Sylacauga News recently appeared the fol- 


lowing article, with the question-marked heading: “Do They Take the Money 


Away?”: “One of two men discussing 
the recent circus was heard to remark: 
‘We will never let onother one come 
here, they took thousands of dollars 
away from town.’ That is a remark that 
frequently comes from men who believe 
legislation is necessary to bring about 
business. Such ideas are fast passing 
out, being replaced by more modern 
methods of selling merchandise, giving 
the public what they want and telling 
them about it thru advertising instead 
of trying to sell them what you want 
them to have and making laws to force 
them to buy it. 


“The question comes to its final point, 
does the town belong to the business 
men or to the 4,000 people who make 
up the remainder of the population? 
Evidently the circus was what the peo- 
ple wanted for they certainly went to 
the show. Keeping a circus out of 
Sylacauga will not keep the people out 
of the circus. With Birmingham now 
only about an hovur’s drive away and 
with a circus an annual event of the 
Magic City, Sylacauga certairly would 
be taking a backward step if local 
amusement laws should force the people 
to go to Birmingham instead. Sylacauga 
has been too strict on amusements in 
the past.

Newspaper Article Gives Cause 


Of No Night Circus Performance 


LEESVILLE, La., Nov. 18.—The follow- 
ing article, in part, two columns wide 
and in display type, recently appeared 
on the front page of The Leesville Lead- 
er—under the heading. “Why the Circus 
Failed To Show Here Tuesday”: 


“Week before last the advance agent 
cof the 4-ring Seils-Sterling Circus ap- 
peared in Leesville and contacting of- 
ficials of the local American Legion post 
agreed to give 10 per cent of the. gross 
receipts of showing in Leesville to the 
American Legion if the Legion would 
sponsor the circus. Terms were agreed 
upon, and it was agreed by the Legion 
that anything it might get from the 
show would be turned over to the needy 
of Leesville. The advance agent then 
contacted Mayor O. E. Morris of Lees- 
ville in an effort to get the city to 
waive the license fee required of all 
shows, as the showing of the circus was 
for charity. Mayor Morris refused to 
waive the license, declaring that he 
wouldn’t waive the license for anything. 
One of the American Legion Officials 
then went to the sheriff's office and 
Sheriff Turner said that license would 
be waived by the parish if the show 
wished to show outside the city limits. 
Arrangements were then made for the 
show to be held about 114 miles from 
Leesville on the west gravel, outside the 
city limits. 

“The afternoon show was given Tues- 
day and hundreds of kiddies enjoyed 


the presentation, Mr. Honeycutt being 
kind enough to dismiss school at 3. Late 


Tuesday afternoon Dr. J. F. Smith, 
presicent of the Vernon Parish ' Police 
Jury, went to the courthouse and de- 


manded of Sheriff Turner that the show 
be required te pay a #150 license or 
leave town. When the deputy went to 
collect the fee the show would not pay 
it, and the American Legion was not in 
a condition to pay it. As a result the 
show left town without showing its 
night performance. And when it left 
a goodly sum of money which the 
American Legion intended to give to 
the needy of Leesville also left. . 
The American Legion has done more for 
the city of Leesville than any other or- 
ganization in the history of our town. 
At the present time they, in connection 
with the little theater, are feeding some 
of the more neecy school children every 
day. Possibly the money received as 
their part of the showing of the circus 
would have gone to the same cause. We 
know that it would have been spent for 
the good of someone, however. eke 
Leesville is entertainment _ starved. 
Shows of all kinds avoid us as if we 
were snakes, and the attitude of our 
authorities is responsible. Had _ the 
show not been sponscred by some civic 
enterprise it would not have been so 
bad. As it is, the American Legion has 
lost an opportunity of feeding severa! 
more needy school children. . . The 
American Legion deserves yOur and my 
support. And also deserves the support 
of our public officials. What do you 
think about it?” 


Motor Show Men 
To Meet in Chi 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 18.—The Billboard 
received a telegraphic communication 
Wednesday irom William Newton Jr., 
representative for owners of motorized 
circuses, announcing tentative plans to 
hold a meeting in this city on December 
4 to form or join an association and per- 
fect a code for presentation to the NRA 
executives in Washington. 


Mr. Newton's wire was sent from 
Brunswick, Ga. The Billboard imme- 
diately suggested to him that in con- 
sideration of annual meeting of the In- 
ternational Association of Fairs and Ex- 
positions and Showmen’s League of 
America functions being held at Chicago 
December 5-6, Chicago probably would 
be a more logical point than Cincin- 
nati for ihe motorized showmen’s meet 
and action. 


Yesterday the following wire was re-

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.— George A. 
Hamid, Inc., is on its final lap of a 
plan which, if followed out as mappcd 
on paper, will be one of the most am- 
bitious attempts in years to restore a 
comparatively lifeless field—indoor pro- 
motions—to the Niche it occupied 20 
years ago, and especially during the 
post-war period. 

Nat D. Rodgers, one of the country’s 
leading showmen and former supervisor 
of the amusement section at the World’s 
Fair, has been drafted by George Hamid, 
head of the booking office, to take 
charge of this new department with the 
title of director of special events. 


Rodgers holds a contract for one year, 
with an option of four more, serving in 
the Hamid bureau both indoor and 
outdoor and taking an active part as 
well in the auto-racing department 
headed by Ralph Hankinson. 

When definitely concluded the plan 
will have as its basis the rejuvenation 
of the indoor event field thru a series of 
thoroly plotted campaigns which, says 


Hamid, “will revolutionize some 
branches of our business, particularly 
the under-a-roof promotional end, 


which has been stagnant too fIong.” 
An important part in the movement is 
concerned with semicommercial and 
outright commercial negotiations, plus 


the co-ordination of local talent and 
interests. 
Rodgers’ wide acquaintance with 


showmen, producers and exhibitors, in 
addition to his knowledge of the execu- 
tive and production phases of the field, 
are recognized as great points in the 
revival enterprise. He is due here late 
this week to discuss the plan with 
Hamid more thoroly and work out the 
final details preparatory to an early 
launching of continuous promotions. 
Herman Blumenfeld is likewise en 
route here from the Middle West to 
take up his duties as assistant in the 
New York Office. His activities will be 
principally as office liaison, handler of 
material, acts and committees.

Court to enjoin operation of the contest. 

Contest management successfully 
fought attempts of police to interfere.

Seltzer, members of 
the State board and Governor McNutt, 
as member of the State department of 
commerce and industry, were named de- 
fendants in the suit, which contends 
that operation of the contest is damag- 
ing the building.

New Exhibition Hall 
Planned for Chicago 


CHICAGO, Nov. 18—If Harold H. 
Egan and his associates consummate 
their plans, Chicago soon will nave a 
new agricultural mart and exposition 
building adjacent to the Loop to house 
national and local farm and househcid 
activities, products and exhibits. It will 
be known as the Agricultural Mart and 
Exposition Building and will occupy al- 
most the entire block bounded by Madi- 
son, Market and Monroe streets and Chi- 
cago River. 

The proposed Agricultural Mart, ten- 
tative plans for which have been drawn 
by Charles C. Henderson, architect, will 
have as its main feature Harvest Hall, 
@ large auditorium, 135 by 280 feet, to 
house @ permanent year-round exhibit 
of farm and household goods, similar to 
those shown in the agricultural and 
foods buildings at the World’s Fair. 

In addition it will be used for house- 
hold, farm, garden, automobile, motor- 
boat, airplane and other shcws. A fea- 
ture of Harvest Hall will be possibility 
of dividing the big auditorium into 
small halls by means of steel drop cur- 
tains. The basement duplicate of the 
hail will be high-ceilinged. with floor 
near the river level, easily accessible 
from river barges, and there is it 
planned to exhibit heavy and bulky 
equipment such as locomotives and 
trains, airplanes, motorboats, yachts and 
farm machinery. 


Upper flocrs of the U-shaped struc- 
ture, built around the auditorium and 
open to the river, would be divided into 
offices housing agricultural bureaus, 
co-operative farm organizations, farm 
machinery manufacturers and makers of 
nationally advertised goods of every de- 
scription. A suggested feature wovld be 
the holding each fall of a national) fair 
at which prize winners of the various 
State fairs could exhibit their products. 
National awards then could be made. 


Mr. Egan, who is head of the realty 
firm of Harold H. Egan & Company, 
states that most of the site jis already 
assured and the balance can be obtained 
on long-time leases. It is planned to 
erect a building of whatever size as- 
sured rentals warrant. 


“We are not going to dump a lot of 
vacant space On the market,” Mr. Ecan 
declared. “The Agricultural Mart will 
be only large enough to accommodate 
firms and individuals we actually sign 
as tenants before work actually starts. 
In other words, if we rent enough s 
to warrant a nine-story building it will 
be nine stories and no taller.” 


Mr. Egan expects to have the project 
sufficiently advanced to begin wrecking 
the old buildings by next July 1. 


Thaviu To Play Sioux Falls 


CHICAGO. Nov. 18-—A. F. Thaviu, 
band leader and producer, who recently 
closed a prosperous season of fairs, is 
rehearsing a production to be presented 
in the Coliseum, Sioux Falls, S. D., on 
November 28 and 29.

ATLANTIC CITY, Nov. 18.—Repeal of blue laws in Philadelphia at the last 
election will have little or no effect upon this resort’s 1934 season, according to 
William H. Fennan, president of Atlantic City Amusement Men's Association, 
voicing the general thought of prominent amusement men of the city. Despite 
the fact that Sunday sports and perhaps movies will be allowed there, it is be- 
lieved that the lure of the beach will be strong enough to bring Philly crowds 
here and that by special effort amusement men can keep them here at night. 


According to President Fennan, repeal of 
these laws will mean much for amuse- 
ments here. 


Local showmen will be placed in com- 
petition with Philadelphia and their 
programs must outshine those of the 
Quaker City to keep the Philly crowds 
which form such a large part of the 
summer trade of Atlantic City. 

Repeal of these laws did not stop any 
amusements planned. Steel Pier, Presi- 
dent Frank P. Gravatt announces, is out 
to get a larger array than ever before. 
Nothing Quaker City showmen can pro- 
duce will equal it in drawing power, 
Mr. Gravatt predicts. 

Buck Taylor, himself a Philadelphian, 
will direct all his attention to his Mil- 
lion-Dollar Pier projects and in keeping 
crowds amusement - minded locally. 
There is every indication that burly and 
legit stock will once more return, to- 
gether with an abundance of beer gar- 
den and vaudeville entertainment. 

“We are not looking for any drop off 
because of this Flue law repeal in Philly,” 
said Mr. Fennen, “for when the heat 
begins to make itself felt in the big 
city, all eyes will as usual turn shore- 
Ward cn week-ends, Philly attractions 
hotwithstanding. Some may stay home, 
but the general idea of the seashore is 
too deep to be so easily uprooted.” 


Big Coaster Comes Down 
At Electric in Waterloo 


WATERLOO, Ia., Nov. 18.—The big 
Roller Coaster in Electric Park, one of 
its landmarks, is to be torn down to 
make room for part of the $2,500 im- 
prevement project that is now under way 
at the park, R. E. Peterson, proprietor, 
said. 

An addition, 30 by 45 feet, to the 
dance pavilion is to be built in the rear, 
Which will necessitate removal of the 
Coaster. The addition will be used to 
dispense refreshments.- The space now 
used for that purpose will be converted 
into a iounge. 

Other improvements planned for the 
dance pavilion include a new covered 
entrance, 12 by 24 feet, in which will 
be placed six plate-glass docrs. A new 
concrete platform, 3 by 24 feet, has been 
constructed at the entrance. 

A gas heating plant will be installed 
in the ballroom, and the ceiling will be 
insulated to make for easier heating. 
Peterson stated that the big Coaster may 
be rebuit next summer. Excessive cost 
of repairs for the old structure was a 
factor in the decision to demclish it, he 
said. 

The Coaster was constructed 21 years 
ago, and at that time was one of the 
largest in the country. Before the pres- 
ent Coaster was built a smaller Coaster 
was in service four years.

Forest Park collection in 
Dayton sold after futile 
efforts to retain it 


DAYTON, O., Nov. 18.—Nine wild 
animals. many pheasants and other 
birds, major portion of Forest Park Zoo, 
have been disposed of to the Cincinnati 
Zoo and the final chapter probably has 
been written to Aurel Vaszin’s futile 
attempt to preserve the collection for 
benefit of Dayton residents. 


Thirteen deer in the park have gone 
to Judge Mason Douglass, of Common 
Pleas Court here, for $10 each. Sol 
Stephan, director of Cincinnati Zoo, 
and John G. Robinson, Cincinnati cir- 
cus man and zoo trustee, procured one 
buffalo, four lions, two hyenas, a coyote, 
a brown bear and the birds for $200. 


Arrangements by Vaszin to dispose of 
the animais otherwise had gone awry. 
Holders of mortgages, Frank Hamburger 
and C. D. Forney, made the sale with 
Vaszin’s consent. For several weeks 
Vaszin has made efforts to preserve the 
zoo for Dayton. The city offered to 
erect shelters in one of the parks, but 
could see no way of providing mainte- 
nance. The zoo was started by Manager 
Vaszin in Forest Park in 1927 with ani- 
mals brought here by Frederick B. 
Patterson, president of the Na- 
tional Cash Register Company, from 
an African hunting trip. Vaszin says 
he will make another endeavor to set 
up a zoo here in the belief that no more 
educational and entertaining feature 
could be established.

It was also stated that the 
court ordered the receiver to continue 
operations at Edgewater Park, believing 
it to be to the best interest of the 
company and its creditors.

Beer Brought Big Boost in Gross 
At Cincy’s Coney, Says Ed Schott 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 18.— When 3.2 
beer came in the clandestine hip flask 
went oOut—at least in large measure. 
That was one of the conclusions reached 
by Edward L. Schott, assistant general 
manager of Coney Island, Cincinnati, in 
an address at the recent 15th annual 
convention of the National Association 
of Amusement Parks in the Palmer 
House, Chicago. Mr. Schott’s subject 
was Coney Island’s Experience With 
Legalized Beer. 

Coney Tsland management, he said, 
approached the question of serving beer 


very cautiously, feeling that there 
might be a possibility of alienating 
patronage of women and children. But 


general results proved highlv satisfac- 
tory. There was no intoxication and no 
rowdyism. It was even found possible 
to reduce the park police force. It 
brought so much increased dinner pat- 
ronage to the clubhouse that food 
sales increased nearly 50 per cent over 
1932, and the dining room showed a 
net profit for the first time in 10 years. 


On the other hand, the plethora of 
small beer gardens which sprang up, 
with little orchestras and small dance 
floors, had the effect of hurting busi- 
ness at the Coney dance pavilion. 
Despite its salutary effect on business, 
Mr. Schott cautioned against regarding 
beer as a cure-all for the depression. 

“There is one point I should like to 
emphasize at the start,” he said, in 
part. “Coney Island was not converted 
into a ‘beer park.’ This point was made 
clear to the public of Cincinnati at the 
very beginning. In fact, the only pub- 
licity given to beer during the eNtire 
season came with a newspaper state- 
ment from the president of our com- 
pany when 3.2 beer was first legalized. 

“He said at that time: ‘We are grati- 
fied over the change in the Volstead 
law as a victory for the principle of 
personal liberty, but as a matter of 
practical policy we do not intend to 
permit beer to interfere in any way with 
the high type of service and the high

CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—How the NRA 
Code Committee of NAAP will police the 
industry of seasonal amusement parks, 
beaches and pools, as contemplated in 
the code ready for public hearing in 
Washington next month, is provided by 
the following: 


All communications with the National 
Recovery Administration concerning the 
approval or amendment of this code, or 
any of its provisions cr any matter re- 
lating thereto, shall be thru the NRA 
Code Committee for all the industry, 
after the adoption and approval of this 
code except as otherwise provided for 
herein. 


The NRA Code Committee shall be 
charged with the reporting of evasions 
of any of the provisions of this code, 
with the duty of hearing and adjusting 
complaints and otherwise administering 
the provisions of the code. It shall be 
the duty and responsibility of the NRA 
Committee to collect such information 
as may be required regularly from time 
to time ty the NRA and forward to it 
all such :eports. It shall be its further 
duty to disseminate information and in- 
structions, etc., as requested by the NRA 
to members in the industry.

Pool Whirl

With election of a new president of 
the Amateur Athletic Union of America 
this past week in Pittsburgh, it is the 
sincere hope of this column that a 
portion of the w.-k. “new deal” that is 
being distributed everywhere these days 
be favored upon the swimming frater- 
nity. I've written a number of times 
about what I consider the injustice 
played by the AAU upon commercial 
pool owners and I regret to report that 
not much has been done to rectify this. 
However, possibly the new officers will 
lend a willing ear to the pleas; at any 
rate, it is hoped so. 


Here we are well into the indoor 
swimming sé€asOn and not one AAU 
meet has been held in the East. How 
are the hundreds of amateur swimmers 
who follow the AAU regulations re- 
ligiously going to keep active? They 
are not allowed to compete in races 
other than those sanctioned by the 
association, and so far the association 
hasn’t held any. 


Of course, it is only fair to record 
that there have been one or two trivial 
meets held under sanction of AAU in a 
few Y pools. But how come no pri- 
vately Owned indoor tank has yet staged 
a so-called sanctioned meet in the 
metropolitan area? 


The first move that should be made 
by the new AAU officials is to consider 
the many commercial pools in existence. 
These pool owners, I am sure, will be 
only too glad to co-operate with the 
association and help support it if they 
are given any sort of a break. 


Then, too, the entire swimming body 
of the AAU needs reorganization. Swim- 
mers themselves seem to have lost in- 
terest in it. Whereas years ago each 
AAU meet used to attract numerous 
competitors, one of the last outdoor 
aquatic tourney’ in New York last sum- 
mer, at Jerome Cascades Pool, Bronx, 
arew only six AAU swimmers, and only 
one with any sort of a record. And, 
mind you, this was for a one-mile 
metropolitan swim championship. 


Is it fair for the AAU to try to wield 
such a power over pool owners and 
then, when some do pay them good 
money for a sanction, to provide them 
with a handful of half-baked swimmers? 


There is only one answer to the ques- 
tion and only one solution. The new 
AAU president must consider pool 
owners. Suppose the president of 
American Association of Pools and 
Beaches and the new president of the 
AAU sit down and thresh out the 
whole matter. 


Reports are that a number of modern 
swim pools will soon spring up in 
Ethiopia, Abyssinia, northeastern part 
of Africa. These tanks are said to be 
the result of the trip made by the 
prince of that country to America last 
summer.

All of us have been criticized because 
we have not grasped it before and made 
it materialize thruout the country. It 
would be immensely interesting to all 
oldtimers who started with nothing to 
see someone without money start from 
scratch with all of these full-grown ideas 
and produce the park of the new day. 
These Gays it is as much a question of 
finance as Of showmanship. 


The Chicago exposition would never 
have seen the light of day bad the men 
with the money faitered. At that, we 
are told they called a meeting to aban- 
don the exposition when the banks all 
closed. A leader with a reputation came 
home to their rescue in time. 

Finance had to come first. This is no 
disparagement of showmanship, as we 
need it more than ever, but is only to 
show that a real sound business appeal 
must be made tc get things going again. 
To wipe away the old park and start 
with a clean, unobstructed space is in 
mcst locations not possible. 


Build While Replacing 


Where the park was wrecked by the 
storm in Norfolk, Va., a new beginning 
must be ~“de. This is the only way 
out. Unless it is to be an entirely new 
park rebuilding will have to proceed 
gradually, a unit or a few units at a 
time. 

While the last boom was on a friend 
of ours got the controlling interest in a 
bank. Larger quarters were needed, but 
none were available. The bank had to 
carry on, so it built a large and sub- 
stantial bank over the old one in which 
business was transacted while building 
was progressing.

While the parks are changing, the fac- 
tories catering to the industry will have 
ta be retooled and many adjustments 
made to meet your new demand. We 
shall pay more attention to design and 
color than ever before. 

A meeting of the New England Sec- 
tion was addressed by the governor of 
Massachusetts. The meeting of NAAP 
in Chicego this year had a communica- 
tion from the First Lady of the Land. 
We must be getting up in the world. 

The synthetic Englishman fooled most 
of cur people who attended the ban- 
quet at the close of the convention.

Jones, of W. B. Berry Company, about 
15 per cent. Spillman Engineering Com- 


pany and Allan Herschell Company each 
do the biggest volume of business with 
non-members of NAAP. 


Our own concern for about four years 
has averaged only 10 per cent of total 
volume with NAAP members. All of us 
keep on the alert for broadening our 
field. Jones scored a hit with his hot- 
dog machines in the United States 
Navy and sees it satisfactorily spreading 
in the navy. 


All of this, however, does not dampen 
our ardor for the National Association 
of Amusement Parks nor abate our de- 
termination to help put the 1934 con- 
vention and exhibit ahead of 1933. We 
know the purchasing power of amuse- 
ment perks will return and we are go- 
ing to be ready for it. We, like the 
parks, are in for changes. When Henry 
VIII of England, who had only six 
wives, beheaded One to marry another 
his household servants called it “Chop.

Goodman Speaks Mind on Games; Calls 


For Strict Fair-Carnival Enforcement 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—A man that 
the fair and carnival industry has been 
waiting to hear from on the subject of 
clean concessions has come thru with a 
statement to The Billboard which ex- 
presses a scathing indictment of virtually 
the entire list of game operators—not 
so much the persons involved as the 
evil practices in force of which the per- 
sonalities are merely tools and slaves. He 
is Max Goodman, originator of repre- 
sentative merchandise items way back 
over the years, a nationally known figure 
in the concession field and for over 25 
years an earnest, reputable worker in 
that field. Mr. Goodman’s statement, 
one of several enlisted by this publica- 
tion this week, follows: 


“Everyone knows that I originated 
most of the merchandise items that 
made the real money in years gone by 
and can continue to make money, but 
certainly not under present concession 
conditions. Confidence of the public has 
been lost. We can regain it by operating 
with legitimate merchandise stands. It’s 


needless for me to repeat what others 
have been saying, because the cry of the 
carnival menager is: ‘Where can you get 
the legitimate merchandise concession 
man?’ That’s entirely up to his en- 
forcement ind management. Conces- 
sioners of today, even if space were 
given free, even if you gave them free 
transportation, lights, etc., would still 
operate the same way if there is no en- 
forcement. 


“There are so-called clean shows which 
somehow manage to bring up issues thru 
local papers and other mediums of 
propaganda, declaring that they con- 
demn such and such methods. But 
temptation weakens them and so they 
go out and do exactly what the others 
have done in the past. 


“I wonder if the fair secretary really 
knows how much need there is for the 
legitimate concession at his fair. A 
grand-stand show is seen only once, a 
carnival once and perhaps twice; but a 
good merchandise game, legitimately

(Continued from nage 36) 
operated and with good items for prizes, 
makes friends and establishes good will, 
Crawing repeat after repeat. I claim 


that a concession is as necessary at a 
fuir as any other interesting display. 

“There was a time when the mer- 
chancdise stunds were a genuine asset 
to the fair and to the operator and a 
joy to patrons. 

“To be frank and personal, I'd like 
to go on record as saying *hat those 
carnival men who are fighting me—I’'m 
fighting back almost alone —are just 
nearing their finish. 

“Going back to the newspapers, in 
many cities where fairs are conducted 
the newspapers print stories of the rot 
that is tolerated. Does that help a fair? 
Wouldn't it be finer if papers published 
words of praise, boosts instead of 
knocks? 

“I have played practically the same 
group of fairs for the last 25 years and 
am able to say that they were always a 
financial success from my end. I have 
made a living in the field during all 
that time. Why can’t the others?” 

Max Linderman, manager World of 
Mirth Shows, one of the few big outfits 
which chalked up a profit the past sea- 
son, says he is 100 per cent for a code 
to regulate concessions. “Stock—plenty 
of it—helps shows and rides and makes 
for pleasantness all around. With no riff- 
raff present a show can always get more 
money. Every manager knows this to be 
a fact.” Linderman cited Rutland, Vt., 
and Ottawa, Can., as examples of fairs 
at which games operate inoffensively, 
“and the result is that year after year 
they make money from this end alone.” 
He says that he does not intend to carry 
more than 10 game stands on World of 
Mirth next season, five on each side of 
the midway at still dates. He also 
quoted Herbert Smyser, of the York 
(Pa.) Fair, as saying that York will book 
only with men who can guarantee legiti. 
mate stores well stocked. 


Matthew J. (Squire) Riley, former 
show owner and a pioneer in the field in 
many executive capacities, insists there 
are two sources which can clear up the 
game situation. “They are the carnival 
manager and the fair secretary or space 
seller. Let them stand by their rulings 
for legitimate games and they can clean 
up the field.” Riley, the past season 
general agent for the William Glick 
Shows, says that very few women play 
the games today because they have been 
alienated, whereas in the past they have 
been attracted by the prospect of an 
item for the heme. “Let’s build back to 
the way the business was built up. 
Twenty years ego you couldn't book a 
wheel; then wheels became popular after 
being permitted. They were out and out 
stock wheels. Then came a time when 
practically every wheel was against the 
player, when operators displayed high- 
priced merchandise they couldn’t afford 
to throw out. Controlled devices set in. 
Another thing, buy backs have ruined 
the business.” Squire Riley is scheduled 
to leave for Miami next week to work on 
a show enterprise deal thruout the State.

4,000 or 5,000 people. That night Dr. 

Hunt, Abilene, was main speaker, and 

the grand stand and bleachers were filled 

to capacity This. in my mind, was the 

greatest success of the cntire fair. 

“On Monday we started our horse-race 
meet and continued for six days. Purses 
were $5000, and our gross grand-stand 
receipts were something over $10,000. 
Inter-State Racing Association, New 
Orleans, handled our pari-mutuel bet- 
ting. and results and profits therefrom 
were a very agreeable surprise. 

“We had the Sam B. Dill three-ring cir- 
cus for six days. This was » wonderful 
show and well patronized. C. F. Ziegler 
United Shows furnished the _ car- 
nival for our midway. This was also an 
agreeable surprise, both from standpoint 
of 2 carnival ani finances. The Agricul. 
tural Build'ng was filled with 32 county 
exhibits, and many more desired to come 
in for which we had no room. The Mer- 
chants’ Building was filled to capacity 
and we had the finest assortment of 
Cattle and hogs ever shown at this fair. 
Race horses proved of more interest than 
any of the other live stock. We had 196 
horses from 17 States; those coming the 
farthest were J. L. Melvin, Renton, Wash., 
with a string cf 10 horses. 

“Afternoon attractions in front of the 
grand stand consisted of race-horse meet 
only. Two nights we had a big boxing 
bout in front of the grand stand, three 
nights devoted to donkey baseball games, 
and, by the way, this was a knockout. 
The cther two nights we put on a fine 
horse show. 

“We sold more concession space this 
year than we Cid last, and out of $4,600 
worth of outside concession space we 
only lost $180. We had eight days of per- 
fect weather. The entire organization 
functioned with perfect harmony. All 
premiums were paid 100 cents on the 
dollar, all current bills and past due in. 
deb*ecness were settled in full and we 
have a little money left.”

There 
was a free gat? and crowds were esti- 
mated at from 30,000 to 35,000. A profit 
was made. There wer2 two balloon as- 
censions, and Koy Gray’s Big State 
Shows were on the midway. 

About 2,000 was cleared with a 25- 
cent gate charge for all over 12 years of 
age at Fayette County Fair, Lagrange, 
October 5-8, according to Secretary 
George Hansler. All exhibits were large 
and pronounced the best cver shown 
there. Musical Millers, San Antonio, 
gave the closing night grand-stand pro- 
gram and were engaged for next year. 
Closing night dance ran all night and 
drew 1,260 dancers. Century of Progress 
Carnival was on the midway. 

Cooke Courty Fair, Gainesville, August

standards we have sought to maintain 
both at the park and on our boats. We 
cater principally to women and chil- 
dren, for whom we have established 4 
high type of wholesome Outdoor recrea- 
tion. This policy has proved itself suc- 
cessful over a period of years. Our con- 
clusion is that Coney Island will never 
become a beer park.’ 


“The spring moonlight boat rides be- 
fore the opening of the park gave us 
our first experience in selling beer. 
Here we learned much about dispensing 
and serving beer. Perhaps, more im- 
portant, we found it to be a popular 
beverage among the young as well as 
the old and that there was hardly a 
‘kick in a carload,’ which meant that 
there would be no disorderly effects 
from it. 


“Atmosphere if anything would put 
a kick in 3.2 beer. So we remodeled our 
Colonial Dining Hall at the park to 
appeal to all tastes.” Here he described 
how the clubhouse had been remodeled 
and how a garden was created adjoining 
it “for those who enjoyed dining or 
drinking in the open air.” 


Food Biz Increased 


“In addition to a very creditable din- 
ner business,” he continued, “this spot 
enjoyed much popularity from 9 to 11 
each evening, when patrons dropped in 
to enjoy a glass or two of cold, refresh- 
ing beer while being entertained.” 


Not only did 3.2 beer develop its own 
thriving business, Mr. Schott said, but 
there was an increase in gross food 
business of 49 per cent over 1932. “This 
can be attributed directly to beer,” he 
said. “Besides being one of the bright- 
est and most attractive spots in the 
park, the dining room and garden 
showed a net profit at the close of the 
season for the first time in 10 years. 


“The refreshment department was 
also stimulated by sale of beer. Draft 
and bottle beers were sold at two stands 
only, both of these being near picnic 
tables and shelter houses. In both 
bases the beer was segregated at one 
end of the stand in order not to inter- 
fere with the usual picnic sale of coffee, 
sandwiches and soft drinks. In 1932 
these two stands combined did $31 of 
every $100 taken in at the refreshment 
department. In 1933 their combined 
share was $42, or an increase of $11 
on every $100 taken in. 


“There is always the question, ‘Did 
the selling of beer interfere with or 
affect the sale of amusements and soft 
drinks?’ Our experience would not in- 
dicate that it detracted from the 
rides; if anything it may have helped 
them because of the additional attend- 
ance which beer attracted. As for soft 
drinks, the slight falling off here wase 
overshadowed by the greater profit in 
beer. 


Beer Not a Cure-All 


“Last year our dance business showed 
a slight loss in gross business for the 
first time in over five years. This could 
be attributed to two things. First and 
most likely, because the State imposed 
a 10 per cent tax in addition to the 
federal tax. This, along with general 
buginess conditions, compelled us to 
reduce Our admissions from 50 to 40 
cents. Secondly, the hundreds of beer 
gardens with two or three-piece orches- 
tras certainly had some effect. 


“To sum it all up, beer brought a 
substantial increase in our gross profits. 
No small part of this increase came 
from additional patronage brought to 
the park by older people who are not 
especially interested in rides and the 
vsual park entertainment. We enjoyed 
this added business from beer, and 
there were no ill effects accompanying 
it. We were not troubled with rowdy- 
ism or intoxication. In fact, our police 
force was reduced. The hip flask 
seemed less in evidence than before the 
return of 3.2, and we will be most 
gratified if, after the repeal of the 18th 
Amendment, we will be able to operate 
and handle this whole matter as 
successfully. 

“While beer was a stimulant to our 
business last year, it was in no sense a& 
cure-all for the depression. The amuse- 
ment industry must still adhere to the 
sound and fundamental principles of 
clean, wholesome, outdoor recreation 
and enterteinment. At the same time 
we should look for something to be 
created in our own industry which 
emusement parks can call their own— 
some development or some attraction 
that cannot be found at any corner 
drug store or filling station along the 
road—something more than beer.”

Renewed Hope 
For New Coin 


CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—The National Re- 
covery movement seems to be bringing 
about the coinage of a new 2'4-cent 
piece much sOoner than the coin-ma- 
chine trade had hoped for such a coin, 
according to a Washington columnist 
writing in The Chicago Daily Times this 
week. 

The need for such a coin and possibly 
a 15-cent piece was discussed at a meet- 
ing of coin-machine manvfacturers in 
the early summer of 1933, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to arrange for 
propaganda in favor of such coinage 
Now it seems the New Deal is likely to 
introduce at least one new coin to help 
solve some of its problems. According 
to the columnist, “a system of subsidiary 
coinage which will introduce into cir- 
culation a 2'4-cent piece, and perhaps 
other intermediate coins will soon be 
Proposed to the President by some of 
his brain trust. 

“The necessity of this new currency 
came to light during recent hearings 
on the processing taxes instituted by 
the department of agriculture. 

“Manufacturers of what is known as 
unit goods, such as penny or nickel 
candies, claimed they covld not meet 
the new situation without doubling 
their prices. With a basic price of a 
nickel, the only way they can absorb 
the fractional process tax with the pres- 
ent coinage system is to charge 10 cents 
But with a half-penny coin they could 
ask 71%, cents. 

“It was pointed out by the brain 
trusters that the same problem arose 
during the war when various taxes 
created the necessity of marking prices 
in odd numbers, instead of the multi- 
ples of 5 and 10 that had previously 
been current. The new processing taxes 
will have the same effect, and they be- 
lieve a good deal of the popular opposi- 
tion to them could be removed by 2 
fractional coinage.”

Better Prices 
The Necessity 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., Nov. 18.—A com- 
mittee of business men in no way con- 
nected with the government has used 
this city as a kind of labcratory to study 
the depression and ways to bring back 
recovery. The committee recommends 
strong, decisive action by the govern- 
ment to raise prices and to thaw out 
frozen bank assets. Present measures 
being taken by the government are too 
slow, these men tuink. 


The report was made in the form of 
an open letter to South Bend, which 
reads, in part: 


“Your industries have been paralyzed. 
Only $6,000.000 of your $55,000,000 of 
bank and building and loan deposits are 
available to keep the business of your 
community going. Millions of your ac- 
cumulated wealth have disappeared. 


“Your banking and industries were 
conducted as honestly and safely as in 
most American communities. Mistakes 
of judgment were mace—as they were 
made elsewhere. But an unprejudiced 
survey of your community discloses no 
outstanding betrayal of trust. 


“Forces beyond your control—forces 
which could have been controlled by 
the United States government—brought 
this catastrophe upon you. 


“A disastrous drop in price levels un- 
derlies all the minor contributory causes 
of the depression. The drop in price 
level destroyed buying power, created 
unemployment, dissipated the value of 
all property. 

“The drop in price level was caused 
by an abnormal increase in the pur- 
chasing power of gold thruout the world. 
An ounce of gold today buys twice as 
much of commodities as it did in 1926. 

“Thirty-one other nations adjusted 
their monetary systems to meet the in- 
creased value of gold. Our government 
failed to see the locic of events and al- 
lowed our price level to be broken and 
the values of all things measured in 
gold to be cut in half. 


“Unless this fact is recognized and 
dealt with, the processes of deflation 
will continue. 

“Only a prompt resortation of the 
price level brought abous by monetary 
action will restore values and stop the 
bankrupting of individvals and com- 
munities. 

“An immediate advance of 20, 30 or 
40 per cent of their deposits—any safe 
minimum—would bring immediate relief 
to South Bend and all communities 
similarly situated. Such emergency re- 
lief should have been given by the 
government without waiting months for 
public protest. It shovld be given now 
without the red tape of further exam- 
inations and bureaucratic quibblings. 
Reappraisals of assets should be made 
and advances increased as_ restored 
values justify larger payments.” 


Sales Tax Brings Cash 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Nov. 18.—Tllinois 
collected more than $3,000,000 under the 
2 per cent sales tax during October, it 
was reported by the State finance de- 
partment. This brings the total for 
three months to about ecight and a 
quarter miliion dollars. An average col- 
lection of 33,000,000 per menth has been 
estimated covering a six months’ period. 


Figures were also given out showing 
the number of retail stores in Mlinois. 
Finance department records show there 
are 112,295 retailers registered undcr the 
sales tax law. Of these, 47,925 make 
their payments to the Chicago office.

Propping Morale 
Ken Morley started something when 
he began devoting a page each month 
in Jenning’s Tips & Topics to reviewing 
the favorable and unfavorable business 
news of the world each month. It has 
shown that coin men are interested in 
general progress as well as their own 
backyard. 


Many newspapers all over the country 
have alsO been helping to keep the 
morale of the people up by calling at- 
tention to favorable business News in 
such a way that the people could see it. 
This has been especially valuable since 
a wave of destructive criticism has broke 
loose against the recovery drive. In 
Chicago, where criticism is especially 
rife, The Chicago Daily Times recently 
published a full-page display editorial 
which stated in part: 

“The main financial page of The Chi- 
cago Daily News carried an eight-col- 
umn headline reading: ‘Montgomery 
Ward October sales are up 16.21 per 
cent.’ The story underneath said: “This 
is the fourth consecutive month to 
show direct month to month increase,’ 
and further: ‘It is also the sixth month 
to show an advance in the non-season- 
able comparison, every month since last 
May having resulted in larger sales than 
the same month the year previous.’ 

“Lots of jobs there! 

“Another Daily News headline read: 
‘B. & O. reports improvement in freight 
traffic.” Here’s another: ‘Fidelity Mu- 
tual Paid October Business Up.’ Job- 
holders buy insurance. 

“R. P. Vanderpoel, financial editor of 
The Chicago American, printed this in- 
teresting comment in his column under 
the heading, ‘Dividends and Wages’: 

“*Action of General Motors’ directors 
in declaring an extra dividend is a con- 
crete method of fighting the depression. 
Approximately 350,000 stockholders will 
receive an additional $11,000,000 in cash 
as a result of the extra payment. 


“General Motors Corporation on Sep- 
tember 30 had cash, United States gov- 
ernment bonds and other marketable 
securities aggregating $232,000,000. If a 
substantial part of this enormous liquid 
surplus were distributed in the form of 
dividends and wages it would be help- 
ful in getting purchasing power into the 
hands of consumers. Moreover, it would 
form an example for other corporations. 
It is surprising how contagious move- 
ments of this type can be. 

“A few more extra and increased divi- 
dend payments and a few wage increases 
by big corporations would do much to- 
ward lifting the United States out of 
the depression.” 

“The sales of General Motors cars and 
trucks during October, by the way, were 
the best for that month since 1929. The 
company sold 63,518 cars and trucks in 
October of this year, and only 26,941 in 
October of 1932. It takes a lot of men 
working at jobs to produce 35,000 more 
cars 


Mr. Vanderpoel’s department in The 
American printed another story from 
New York by Leslie Gould which said 
that ‘business is still 26 per cent above 
the low of last March.’ If you read only 
the editorials in some newspapers you 
will get the idea that business is 26 per 
cent lower than it was last March, but 
Mr. Gould puts you right. 

“The business editor of The Chicago 
American says: ‘Leading toy manufac- 
turers in the local district are doing a 
larger volume of business than last year 
and companies engaged in the produc- 
tion of the lower priced articles are 
working two and three shifts to fill the 
demand, a canvass of the trade discloses. 
It looks as tho a lot of children whom 
Santa Claus overlooked last year will be 
happy this Christmas—the first NRA 
Christmas. 

“The American also printed an item 
from New York that hardware stores in 
many sections of the country are en- 
joying a demand—ahead of any year 
since 1930—on fall and sport items, in- 
cluding guns, hunting clothing and am- 
munition. Hardtware Age is the author- 
ity for this statement. 

“Purther reading of The Chicago 
American financial page discloses that 
the Lincoln National Life Insurance 
Company cf Ft. Wayne, Ind., had a ban- 
ner month in October—the largest in 
the past year and a half. And that the 
1933 ore shipments on the Great Lakes 
have reached 21,428,682 tons against 
Only 3,607,119 tons in the whole year 
of 1932, or an increase of nearly 500 
per cent.

The coin machine trade has appar- 
ently supported the recovery drive with 
enthusiasm because it was generally felt 
that an improvement in general busi- 
ness would help the play of machines 
on locations. Complying with the NRA 
has worked a hardship on the smaller 
firms in the trade, but the effort to 
comply nevertheless has been in evi- 
dence. Some enthusiastic boosters of 
recovery. moreover, have spoken out in 
the trade, including A. H. Bechtol, of 
A. B. T. Manufacturing Company; Dave 
Robbins, of D. Robbins & Company, and 
others. I was an ardent Hoover sup- 
porter for years, but have boosted the 
recovery drive in every possible way 
since it was first announced. 

There is plenty of good news at the 
present time if a careful check is kept 
on it from day to day. I checked on 
newspaper headlines for one week and 
found that only one news item out of 
six on business conditions was on the 
unfavorable side; the majority of these 
“blue” news notes were theoretical 
criticism rather than actual business 
facts. 

Here’s some samples of newspaper 
business news headlines clipped for one 
week: Auto Sales Up for Six Months, 
Autumn Decline Relatively Small; Fig- 
ures Prove Canada on Road to Recovery; 
Open 13 National Banks with 13 Million 
Deposits; Trade Outlook in Middle West 
Is Evcouraging; Retail Sales Gain; Steel 
Output Gains, Electricity Up 63 Per 
Cent; Car Loadings Hoid Up Well; R. F. 
C. Receipts Exceed Loans; Commodity 
Prices Advance Sharply; Atlas Brewing 
Plans $500,000 Improvements; Bank 
Clearings Up 24 Per Cent; C., N. & W. 
Orders 65.000 Tons of Steel; Interna- 
tional Nickel Net %3,773,130; Income of 
Western Union Gains: Rise in Living 
Costs Halted; Radio Sales Rise, and so 
on. 


It is interesting to note that, among 
the many ramifications of the New Deal, 
it is reported from Washington to be 
likely that some new coins will be issued 
by the government to help solve the 
price situation due to processing taxes 
on candy. The coin machine trade has 
been expressing a desire for one or two 
new coins annually for several years. 
Probably a real move for new coins 
would never have gained recognition 
had it not been for some national emer- 
gency such as the depression has 
brought about. 

Reports from Washington indicate 
that the two-and-a-half-cent coin is the 
one most needed in business. If the 
coin machine trado wants a 15-cent 
coin, and maybe a seven-and-one-half- 
cent coin, now would be the most hope- 
ful time of all to present such a request 
at Washington. The vending machine 
division will be most interested in a 15- 
cent coin, while the amusement machine 
division will be chiefly interested in the 
half-nickel piece. 

It will be recalled that a bill was in- 
troduced in the last session of Congress 
to make more than a half dozen new 
small coins. The coin machine trade 
is interested in preventing a whole flock 
of new small coins as much or more 
than it is interested in getting a new 
coin worth half a nickel. Six or eight 
new small coins in common use would 
increase slug hazards and also make 
more difficult the selectivity of coin 
chutes. 


Fred Biehl, Hy-G-Toi Company, says 
that the machine is now in production 
and promises a story of the latest ad- 
vances in the sanitary vending field for 
our Next issue, 


The first adventure of H. C. Evans 
& Company, Chicago makers of a racing 
game, into the coin machine field es- 
tablishes what is perhaps a record. I 
can only think of one other amusement 
device within recent years as a “first- 
timer” that might challenge the record, 
and that is the Whiffle machine, an 
early pin game success and the first to 
be marketed by its makers. 

H. C. Evans & Company have been well 
known for years in the carnival field 
and they entered the coin machine field 
with the Saratoga Sweepstakes with 4 
good deal of misgiving. The machine 
has proved to be a success and no doubt 
its best days are still ahead, for the firm 
has been continually making improve- 
ments since it was first introduced. 

All firms that enter the coin machine 
field for the first time have a hard pull 
to build a reputation. Lucky, indeed, 
is the firm that can click with the first 
amusement device. The percentage of 
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failures in the amusement machine field 
is large, which makes it difficult for 
new firms to get a footing in the trade. 
There is only One way for the new 
firm and that is to get some machines 
out and let the machines gradually 
prove their worth. 

The example of H. C. Evans & Com- 
pany should both be a guide and an en- 
couragement to the new manufacturer. 


A. E. Stokes, Texas jobber, is visiting 
again in Chicago — in November and 
without an overcoat. When he was here 
about three months ago this column 
stated that “he split his time between 
coin machines and the World's Fair.” 
This time Mrs. Stokes came along, he 
said, “because she felt he might have a 
lot of spare time on his hands.” 

Chris Crusty, a United Features Syn- 
dicate funny character, learned a new 
way to beat the penny scales, as shown 
in the Sunday papers recently. Chris 
was fumbling for a penny when a by- 
stander said: “All you have to do is 
put your mouth over the slot and blow 
into it and you get weighed without 
putting in a penny.” 

Later Chris was arrested and taken 
before the judge. 

“Young man, that noble experiment 
will cost you a fine of five dollars,” says 
the judge. 

After making settlement and on his 
way home Chris remarked, “I'm still a 
dollar and a half ahead—they didn’t 
know I weighed myself 650 times.” 
(Credit goes to T. C. Curtiss Val-A-Vac, 
Ltd., San Prancisco, for sending me this 
cartoon.) 


Another cartoon sent me is taken from 
The San Francisco Call-Builetin and 
shows a player bent on getting a prize 
from a modern digger machine. 

Says the player: “Give me another 
dollar’s worth of nickels, Steve—I’m go- 
ing to get that big toadstabber or know 
the reason why!” 

When the cartoonists get to advertis- 
ing amusement machines so liberally, 
then amusement devices have become 
a real part of our American life. 

As a part of ‘the New Deal industries 
will be required to furnish statistics 
under their code agreements. Each 
firm will be required to report certain 
figures. First report blanks have been 
mailed to coin machine manufacturers 
from the office of the NACOMM. The 
coin machine trade has long needed a 
central agency to gather some of the 
essential facts about the industry. Now 
the federal government steps in and 
requires certain essential information, 
sO that there will be no excuse for not 
giving it. Henry Ford at first balked on 
making his reports to the automobile 
trade association, but finally had to 
agree. 

Actual figures on production and la- 
bor from coin machine firms is sure to 
be very impressive, and will secure 
greater consideration and fairness for 
the trade from officials and legislative 
bodies. Ail firms should co-operate in 
sending essential information at the 
regular intervals required by the code. 


A. H. Bechtol, of Miami and Chicago, 
is probably the most enthusiastic boost- 
er of the recovery drive in the coin ma- 
chine trade. He impresses me that way. 
I had seen him at meetings before, but 
had my first private conversation with 
him this week. He is a champion of 
the theory that people must be put to 
work in order to keep business hum- 
ming. “One way to provide work for all 
the people is not to put on too many 
curbs. The coin machine trade could 
employ at least three times as many 
people if all the unreasonable curbs were 
Temoved. Europe has learned the neces- 
sity of having to provide work for as 
many people as possible and we will 
have to learn it in this country. 

“Airports, superhighways and mod- 
ern buildings will furnish work for 
thousands. The main object to be kept 
in mind is to provide work for every- 
body.”

We have a few firms listed that make 
photographic machines, but do not have 
the True Tone listed. Will appreciate 
any information. 


Hans Skreberg, Minnesota, writes a 
description of the Lucky-13 game, made 
in two sizes, which is not coin-operated 
but which is interesting as a game idea. 


I have not been able to recognize any- 
thing in the description which might be 
utilized to develop a coin game. Golf 
balls are used and the game is supposed 
to use the principles of dice and bowl- 
ing. 


The Jig-Saw pin game has suggested 
a new tangent for New ideas to be in- 
corporated in the playing field of pin 
games. With the final perfection of re- 
cording devices coin men sometimes ask 
what will be the next line of develop- 
ment in the games. Already there are 
new ideas on the way with a pit where 
the jig-saw arrangement is in the Jig- 
Saw and in these pits will be found all 
sorts of novel surprises, including mani- 
kins that actually perform, popular 
takeoffs on the fads of the day, etc. A 
big field of possibilities lies in that pit. 
Who said new ideas for pin games were 
over? 


There are two committees, represent- 
ing divergent groups of business inter- 
ests, Dow trying to help President Roose- 
velt run the country. Both committees 
contend that they have the best plan 
to establish sound money. One is the 
“Committee for the Nation,” on the job 
eight months, with a membership of 
over 1,000 big business leaders, includ- 
ing such men as Rosenwald, General 


Wood, Vincent Bendix, E. L. Cord and. 


others. It seems that this committee 
has been the chief adviser in the pres- 
ent government program of buying gold 
on the open market to bring about a 
rise in commodity prices. 

Chicago, the coin machine capitol of 
the country, has produced another com- 
mittee of business men, called the 
“Committee on Monetary Policy,” in- 
cluding such business leaders as Sewell 
Avery, Alexander Legge, Albert D. Las- 
ker and others. This committee says 
the first one is all wet and that the 
country must return to the gold stand- 
ard. When business men disagree who 
can be right? 

Neither committee, in all of its talk 
about money, has suggested a new coin 
or two to help the coin machine busi- 
ness or a better system of coinage to 
help defeat the sluggers. 

One thing is_ certain. President. 
Roosevelt has and will continue to get 
lots of advice on how to bring about. 
recovery. If he can pick three or four 
good ideas out of all this advice that 
will work we may soon see prosperity 
come from around the corner. One 
thing can be said for Roosevelt: he has 
had as much advice on how to run 
things as any other President in the 
history of the country; no doubt also he 
has shown the ability to listen to ad- 
vice from all sources about as well as 
any other President.

Earning Power Said To 
Be Best Price Gauge 


CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—Jim Buckley, sales 
manager of the Bally Manufacturing 
Company, reiterated his position on the 
subject of higher prices on coin ma- 
chines by issuing a statement that earn~ 
ing power of machines was the standard 
by which to judge the price of a machine 
and not the material of which it is 
made:

A 
machine contained so much wood, so 
much glass, so much of this and that, 
and therefore it was worth so much 
money on the basis of the cost of pro- 
duction. Rising prices have compelled 
operators to consider the price of a ma- 
chine in relation to its earning power. 
When an operator must pay 15 to 30 
per cent more for a machine than he 
paid a few months ago he stops and 
asks himself whether the investment is 
justified. This immediately causes him 
to consider earning power, which, of 
course, is the proper way to judge any 
coin machine. No matter how costly 
the material in a machine may be, if it 
doesn’t embody an idea that clicks with 
the public it has really no value. On 
the other hand, no matter how cheap a 
machine may be priced, it’s no bargain 
unless it will get and hold the play and 
take in coins for the operator. Today, 
with operators thinking more about how 
much a machine will earn and less about 
how many feet of lumber is in it, op- 
erators are going to select their machines 
and sports with greater care than ever 
before.” 


Rocket Makes Appeal to 
New Types of Operators 


CHICAGO, Nov. 18. — Two types of 
Operators that have not shown much 
interest in pin games previously are now 
becoming interested in the most modern 
types of machines, Ray Moloney, presi- 
dent of Bally Manufacturing Company, 
stated in describing the features of the 
new Rocket table game. 


“Old-time slot machine operators,” Mr. 
Moloney stated, “who have never given 
vs a tumble are now showing marked 
interest in games like Rocket with its 
automatic payout. There isn’t a day 
goes by but what we are getting calls 
from these gentlemen to know more 
about the game. The payout thrill of a 
slot machine with the skill features of 
a high-grade pin game is an eye-opener 
for these men. 

“Rocket is a machine for the large 
route operator also. Pin games have 
suffered in the past because they covld 
not easily he promoted on a laige scale 
due to the impossibility of checking up 
on coliectors. Our new machine enables 
the large operator to check, not only 
the income of each machine, but also 
the payout. An automatic register also 
is available that not only records every 
coin played but also every reward made.”

The 
score register on this machine shows the 
total score at all times, the number of 
balls played and also has a concealed 
registering tape for the operator’s rec- 
ord. The register tape shows the total 
scores for each completed playing period 
neatly printed on the strip, and a sys- 
tem of serial Numbering is also being 
worked out so that an absolute check 
can be made on all collections. This 
complete mechanism is compact and ap- 
parently not complicated. Other play- 
ing boards, interchangeable with the 
present one, will be offered later, it was 
stated.
